Fever  of  1699. 

During  the  year  1699,  a  period  when  the  inhabitants  of  Bermuda  were 
but  few,  and  perhaps  without  regular  Medical  Practitioners,  the  Islands 
were  visited  by  a  very  malignant  fever,  and  tradition  states  that  a  large 
proportion  of  the  people  died.  There  are  no  written  records  to  be  found 
on  the  subject,  nor  is  anything  known  of  Bermuda  having  been  visited 
by  severe  epidemics  from  that  date  until  1779-80. 

Fever  of  l'yy9-§0. 

There  are  persons  still  living,  who  had  that  fever,  and  several  alive 
whose  parents  died  of  it.  It  was  called  the  Gaol  fever  from  its  supposed 
origin  in  the  Gaol  where  prisoners  of  war  were  confined,  in  a  crowded 
and  filthy  state.  The  subject  having  been  brought  before  the  House 
of  Assemby,  the  Journals  contain  some  interesting  papers  which  have 
been  extracted,  and  are  annexed  to  other  documents  placed  in  the  Public 
Office  at  Bermuda.  Unlike  the  Autumnal  Sporadic  fever  of  the  Tropics, 
this  one  continued  throughout  the  Winter,  but  the  precise  period  when 
its  ravages  ceased,  is  not  known.  At  that  time  our  Naval  and  Military 
Commanders  sent  prisoners  of  war  to  Bermuda  without  proper  means 
having  been  previously  provided  either  for  their  imprisonment  or  subsistence. 

The  report  of  the  state  of  the  Gaol  excites  horror,  and  should  serve 
as  a  warning,  not  to  allow  Bermuda  again  to  become  crowded  with 
prisoners  of  war,  without  proper  arrangements  for  confining  and  subsis- 
ting them. 

For  Sixteen  Years  afterwards  there  was  no  Epidemic  Fever  at  Bermuda, 
but  in  1796  there  was  a  very  malignant  one.  New  York  and  Philadelphia  suf- 
fered at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  way.  This  Fever  began  at  the  West 
end  of  the  Bermuda  Islands  in  the  early  part  of  the  summer.  It  is  said  to  have 
made  regular  progress  Eastward,  reaching  St.  George's  Island  only  towards 
the  end  of  the  Year,  when  Governor  Campbell  died  of  it  on  the  1st  of  Decem- 
ber after  a  very  few  day's  illness.  The  Hon'ble  Augustus  Harvey,  being  a 
Physician  here  from  that  time  until  now,  describes  it  as  highly  inflammatory 
from  its  outset,  with  severe  and  sudden  headache,  pains  in  the  back,  occasion- 
al delirium,  eyes  red,  sparkling  and  watery.  These  symptoms  were  far  more 
evident  in  Europeans  than  in  Natives,  and  less  in  the  Colored  than  in  any  of 
the  White  race. 


Sixteen  yonrs  elapsed  without  any  serious  Fever  occurring,  when  it  ap* 
peared  in  1812.  It  was  tlien  fatal  both  in  the  Garrison  and  Dock  Yard,  but 
the  Natives  do  not  appear  to  have  suffered.  It  is  stated  in  a  published  Let- 
ter by  the  Surgeon  of  H.  M.  Ship  Ruby,  that  every  individual  was  attaciced 
in  that  Siiip  except  one,  and  he  was  a  Native  of  Bermuda.  There  are  no  ex- 
isting Returns  to  show  to  what  extent  the  Fever  of  1812  spread. 

In  1818,  a  very  serious  Fever  first  showed  itself  at  Ireland  Island, 
next  at  Somerset,  and  gradually  spread  over  the  Main  Island,  but  did 
not  reach  St.  Georges  that  year.  This  Fever  of  181 8,  was  fatal  to  many  of 
the  Native  Inhabit&ats,  but  no  records  are  left  to  show  the  number  who  died 
of  it. 

Although  St.  Georges  escaped  in  1818,  Fever  broke  out  there  in  1819. 
The  only  remaining  documentary  evidence  of  its  fatal  eifects  is  in  the  Muster 
Rolls  in  the  Ordnance  Office.  By  these  it  appears  that  a  Company  of  Royal 
Sappers  and  Miners  which  consisted  of  45  Oificers  and  Men,  lost  23  of  their 
number  by  this  Fever. 

During  1820,  1821,  and  22,  doubtful,  but  very  suspicious  cases  of  Fever 
were  occasionally  met  with. 

In  1837  there  was  a  Fever  in  the  Bermuda  Dock  Yard,  supposed  to  have 
been  brought  by  H.  M.  Ship  Seringapatam  irom  Havana.  The  information 
relating  to  it,  has  been  obtained  froin  the  private  Journal  of  the  Chaplain  to 
the  Convict  Establishment,  tlie  Revd.  Robert  Mantach.  An  abstract  of  his 
account  has  now  been  placed  in  the  Public  Office  here. 

H.  M.  Ship  Seringapatam  arrived  here  from  Havana,  having  Yellow  Fe- 
ver on  board,  on  the  4th  October,  18:57.  The  inhabitants  of  the  Dock  Yard 
were  then  heallliy  and  only  10  men  in  Hospital. 

On  the  5th  of  October  tiie  rigging  of  the  Romney  began  to  be  removed 
from  the  Seringapatam  to' the  Royal  Oak  receiving  Ship  and  the  Store-houses. 
On  the  10th  a  case  of  Fever  appeai'ed  in  the  Royal  Oak. 

On  the  1 1th  Fever  was  increasing  amongst  the  Seamen  in  the  Royal 
Oak,  and  on  this  day  both  Dock  Yard  Artificers  and  Convicts  were  attacked. 
This  Fever  is,  throughout  the  journal  alluded  to,  called  Yellow  Fever,  and  by 
a  summary  at  the  end  of  it,  it  is  shown  that  40  cases  ended  fatally. — The 
Dock  Yard  numbers  about  1000  persons,  including  all  Departments. 

This  Fever  did  not  spread.  If  it  were  of  indigenous  origin,  it  ia 
singular  that  it  should  break  out  so  late  as  the  10th  of  Oaober,  and  bo 
contined  to  Ireland  Island. 

The  Fever  of  1843  became  alarming,  first  at  St.  George's,  next  at  tlie 
Dock  Yard,  and  later  at  and  about  the  Town  of  Hamilton  ;  on  the  Main 
Island,  the  deaths  being  almost  exclusively  confined  to  Europeans.  i  he 
returns  which  immediately  follow  are  constructed  on  purpose  to  show  the 
progress  of  the  disease  at  these  different  localities. 

The  four  first  returns  refer  to  St.  George's,  and  show  that  the  fever 
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be<ran  there  at  the  end  of  July ;  that  the  greatest  number  of  persons  attacked 
at  that  Island,  was  on  the  I6th,  17th,  and  18th  of  August,  and  that  fever  had 
almost  entirely  subsided  there  by  the  end  of  September. 

The  5lh,  6th,  and  7th  Returns,  refer  to  Ireland  Island,  they  shew  tliat 
the  height  of  the  Fever  was  a  month  later  than  at  St.  George's. 

Return  No.  9,  shews  that  in  the  Main  Island,  it  attained  its  greatest 
heio'ht  still  somewhat  later  than  at  the  Dock  Yard. 

The  11th  Return  made  by  a  Physician  in  private  prr.ctice,  is  for  each 
month  of  the  year  1843.  It  shews  that  the  natives  were  attacked  in  a  much 
milder  degree".  In  229  fever  cases,  almost  all  natives,  there  were  about 
eight  deaths,  of  which  four  were  native  Bermudians.  Tiie  Return  is  inter- 
esting, because  it  sets  forth  the  number  of  cases  of  fever,  occurring  through- 
out the  year,  in  a  very  clear  manner.  It  also  shows  that  which  other  docu- 
ments corroborate,  that  there  were  fever  cases  during  11  months  of  1843, 
The  fever  in  a  very  miligated  form  contuiuediis  attacks  amongst  the  natives 
till  the  end  of  November,  and  in  December  it  entirely  disappeared. 

A  fever  precisely  of  the  same  nature  as  that  of  Bermuda  of  1843,  prevailed 
at  the  same  time  at  Rondout  on  tiie  Hudson,  one  iiundred  miles  North  of 
New  York,  and  about  10  ®  of  Latitude  North  of  Bermuda.  So  precisely  da 
they  appear  the  same,  that  a  published  account  of  the  Rondout  cases,  (see 
the  New  York  Journal  of  Medicine  for  1843.)  would  answer  perfectly  w^ell, 
for  many  which  occurred  here.  It  is  remarkable  that  in  both  localities  the 
fever  was  preceded  by  Epidemic  influenza,  and  followed  by  Scarlatina.  la. 
1699,  the  first  year  in  which  Bermuda  is  known  to  have  suffered  severely 
from  Epidemic  fever,  it  likewise  raged  in  the  same  latitude  on  the  Continent 
of  America.  One  of  the  most  serious  Fevers  ever  known  in  South  Carolina 
occurred  in  that  year.  New  York  was  visited  by  unusually  severe  attacks  of 
fever,  called  Yellow  Fever,  in  1796,  1798,  1799,  1803,  1805,  and  1822,  and 
few  years  pass,  without  some  cases  of  Autumnal  fever  of  the  same,nature 
occurring  there.  Barcelona  in  Spain,  also  10  °  to  the  Northward  of  Bermu- 
da, was  visited  by  a  very  fatal  epidemic  Yellow  Fever  in  the  year  1821. 

Many  and  various  names  have  been  applied  to  what  most  probably  is  the 
same  disease,  assuming  different  forms.  During  the  Epidemic  at  Bermuda 
of  1843,  examples  of  this  occurred  from  fatal  black  vomit  to  a  degree  of 
fever  so  slight  that  the  disease  could  scarcely  be  recognized.  A  classified 
nomenclature,  necessary  to  scientific  investigation,  is  often  embarrassing, 
when  applied  to  subjects  so  mysterious  as  the  diseases  of  the  human  body, 
and  perhaps  in  few  sciences  to  which  nomenclature  has  been  applied,  is  it  so 
unsatisfactory  as  in  the  Medical. 

There  is  a  natural  desire  that  the  land  we  inhabit  should  be  held  incapa/. 
ble  of  generating  malignant  disease,  and  hence  arises  a  willingness  to  admit 
belief  of  foreign  origin  to  each  of  these  Fevers.  Each  of  these  enumerated 
has  had  a  cause  in  foreign  origin  assigned,  and  although  the  subject  is  still 
mysterious,  and  these  supposed  origins  rest  only  on  conjecture,  they  are  con- 
stantly repeated  here  as  affording  sufficient  explanation.  During  last  year  it 
was  believed  that  the  Fever  was  introduced  by  a  Seaman  going  on  board  the 
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Tweed*  Steamer,  and  there  catching  the  infection.  But  proofs  that  thin  per- 
son died,  and  was  buried,  10  days  before  the  Tweed  came  to  the  Islands,  have 
been  obtained,  and  are  placed  in  the  Public  Office. 

In  the  Main  Island  of  Bermuda  there  are  Marshes,  sufficient  in  extent  to 
cause  apprehensions  lest  they  should  engender  Fever  during  the  Autumnal 
months,  yet  it  is  remarkable  that  the  Main  Island  was  the  last  vipite  1  by  this 
Fever.    At  St.  Georges,  where  it  first  broke  out,  there  is  no  marsh  land. 

It  was  supposed  during  the  Fever  that  nearlv  all  the  attendants  on  the 
sick  caught  the  disease.  On  careful  enquiry  this  was  found  to  be  only  par- 
tially true.  In  most  of  the  Returns,  the  number  of  attendants  attacked,  is 
stated  at  the  foot.  Return  No.  3  shews,  that  of  69  attendants  on  the  Sick  in 
one  of  the  Military  Hospitals,  no  less  than  41  escaped. 

The  Bermuda  Epidemic  of  1843,  has  not  in  any  degree  served  to  bring 
the  controverted  subject  of  Contagion  or  non-Contagion,  nearer  to  a  conclu- 
sion, and  Medical  men  here  are  much  divided  in  opinion.  The  most  remarka- 
ble circumstance  stated  as  a  fact  bearing  against  the  infectious  nature  of  Yel- 
low Fever,  is,  that  the  sick  and  dying  of  this  disease  at  New  Orleans,  are  now 
carried  in  the  Steamers  up  the  Mississippi  amid  the  passengers,  without  pro- 
pagating the  disease,  either  on  board,  or  at  the  localities  where  they  are  land- 
ed. 

Notwithstanding  this,  I  cannot  myself  think  Yellow  Fever  absolutely  in- 
capable of  reproducing  itself.  I  am  strongly  convinced  of  the  necessity,  on 
the  appearance  of  Fever  in  such  situations  as  Soldiers'  Barracks  and  Convict 
Hulks,  of  increasing  the  means  of  ventilation,  and  as  much  as  possible  dis- 
persing the  men.  To  accomplish  this  last  with  a  large  body  of  Convicts,  is  a 
very  difficult  affair,  and  how  best  to  effect  it  in  case  of  necessity,  is  now  re- 
ceiving here  the  best  consideration  we  can  bestow. 

I  have  thought  it  possible,  that  infection  may  be  somewhat  more  to  be 
apprehended,  when  yellow  fever  breaks  out  beyond  the  Tropics  than  within 
them.  Within  the  Tropics  the  ventilation  of  Dwelling  Houses  is  as  free  as 
the  open  air,  and  the  heat  serves  to  volatilize  infinitely  small  atoms.  For 
instance,  the  perfume  of  flowers  is  there  dissipated  during  the  day,  and 
scarcely  perceptible  but  at  night.  If  infection  from  a  diseased  body  can  thus 
be  rendered  more  volatile,  that  may  serve  to  reconcile  some  of  the  present 
conflicting  opinions,  and  this  peculiar  fever  may  be  less  infectious  in  the 
West  Indies  than  in  the  latitudes  of  Bermuda,  Barcelona,  or  New  York. 

The  whole  of  such  detailed  Reports  as  T  am  collecting,  will  be  placed  fof 
reference  in  the  Public  Office  here.  It  seems  to  me  a  matter  deserving 
remark  that  of  the  many  important  Medical  reports  on  Epidemic  diseases  la 
the  Colonies,  sent  home  to  the  Naval  and  Military  Departments,  no  copies 
are,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  left  in  the  localities  to  which  they  refer.   On  the 


*  After  this  waa  written  it  was  explained  to  me  that  the  "  Tweed  "  had  been 
twice  at  Bermuda,  and  once  before  this  seaman  died.    The  Health  Officers  Report- 
shewing  this  will  be  found  amongst  the  annexed  papers,  but  it  does  not  prove  that 
the  jellow  fevejf  was  introduced  by  th«  "  Tweed." 
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fresh  outbreak  of  an  epidemic,  there  is  nothiug  to  be  found  ris  a  guide  from 
former  experience  of  symptoms,  and  modes  of  treatment.  I  venture  to  f-Ug» 
gest  that  where  there  are  established  stations,  ei  her  of  the  Army  or  the  Navy, 
it  would  be  expedient  to  have  copies  of  such  reports  mnde  by  regulation,  in 
order  to  be  left  for  reference  on  the  spot  to  which  they  refer, 

I  am  strongly  inclined  to  think  that  the  Electric  state  of  the  air  when 
too  dry,  has  a  great  effect  upon  animal  health,  and  that  this  will  be  found  to 
be  one  of  the  causes  why  these  Epidemics  prevail  more  in  one  year  than 
another.  It  may  be  one  reason  why  the  mountains  are  less  gubjcct  to  yellow 
fever  than  the  plains  at  the  level  of  the  sea.  The  absence  of  thunder  and 
lightning  in  the  Summer  and  Autumn  of  1843,  at  Bermuda  was  a  subject  of 
constant  remark.

Extracts  from  tfte  JorarMsiIs  of  flie  Assembly,  Relatirag* 

to  tiie  Fcvei-  of  l'?§0. 

On  the  l7th  November,  1779,  Governor  George  James  Bruore,  acquaint- 
ed the  House  of  Assembly  by  Message,  that  the  American  Prisoners  taken 
hi  trading  Vessels  were  liberated  on  their  parole,  but  that  those  taken  in  arm- 
ed Vessels  were  ordered  to  be  as  Prisoners  of  War,  and  that  he  had  it  in  com- 
mand to  make  apphcation  to  the  House  of  Assemly  for  the  maintenance  of 
such  of  the  American  Prisoners  as  were  taken  in  Arms  and  confined  in  Gaol. 

When  the  maintenance  of  the  Prisoners  of  War  was  thus  thrown  on  the 
Colony,  its  'I'reasury  was  empty,  and  the  Salaries  of  ihe  Public  Officers  had 
been  long  left  unpaid.  On  the  following  day  the  House  of  Assembly  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  to  inspect  the  Gaol  and  the  situation  of  the  Prisoners. 
— The  following  is  copied  from  their  Journals; — 

Extracts  from  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Assembly  of  1779. 
18th  Sovember,  1779.— Henry  Tucker,  of  Somerset,  Esq.,  moved  that  a 
Commiitce  of  this  House  be  appointed  to  inspect  the  present  condition  of  the 
Public  Gaol,  and  also  the  situation  of  the  Prisoners  therein. — Ordered  accord- 
ingly. 

Then  the  following  Members  were  appointed  a  Committee: — Richard 
Jennings,  Joseph  Lusher,  Joseph  Stowe,  John  Goddard,  Stephen  Judkin, 
Es-quires. 

Richard  Jennings,  Esqr.,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  inspect  the 
new  Gaol,  &c.,  reported  as  follows  : — 

"  Bermuda. 

^  Committee  of  Assembly  apjiointed  by  the  House  this  18th  day 
of  November,  1779,  as  well  to  examine  the  state  of  the  Prison  as  to  in- 
quire the  number  of  Prisoners  confined  therein,  (particularly  the  number  of 
Ameneans)  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  found;  whether  by  the  com- 
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tobti  benevolence  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Island  and  those  inclined  to  hoppi- 
laiity ;  by  those  passing  the  Prison  ;  or,  whether  through  any  public  channel- 
or  how  otherwise,  do  report  as  follows,  viz: —  ' 
«  That  they  called  upon  the  Provost  Marsha],  who  immediately  attend- 
ed them  to  His^Majesty's  Prison,  that  they,  the  Committee,  also  called  upon 
Doctor  Robert  Forbes  who  also  attended,  that  upon  the  prison  doors  being 
thrown  open,  from  the  horrid  and  nauseous  appearance  of  the  Stair  Case 
leading  up,  even  from  the  very  outside  threshold,  such  was  the  case  that  it 
was  the  opinion  as  well  of  the  Doctors  as  the  Committee,  that  it  would  be 
extremely  imprudent  to  enter,  as  the  stench  within  the  walls  must  be  very 
infectious.  That  the  Committee  thereupon  desired  a  prisoner  to  attend; 
that  one  having  attended  at  the  foot  of  the  outside  door,  he  acquainted  the 
Committee  he  was  an  American  Passenger,  and  had  been  confined  some  time, 
and  was  then  very  sick,  that  the  said  Prisoner  then  acquainted  the  Committee 
(upon  their  enquiry)  that  there  were  twenty  American  Prisoners  within  the 
said  Prison,  that  a  number  of  them  were  sick  with  Fevers  and  other  Disor- 
ders; respecting  their  provision  that  they  receive  once  a  day  a  sriiall  quantity 
of  raw  rice,  that  they  had  no  convenience  for  dressing  the  same,  either  Fire 
or  Water  or  Kitchen  Utensils,  that  they  supposed  that  the  said  rice  was  sent 
to  them  by  some  Public  Officer,  and  that  they  had  chiefly  subsisted  on 
charity. 

"  That  upon  the  best  information  the  Committee  could  obtain  there  were 
fifteen  French  Prisoners  also  confined  within  the  walls  of  the  Gaol  who  were 
equally  in  the  same  distressed  condition  with  the  American  Prisoners — that 
the  Committee  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  the  House  that  Doctor  Robert 
Forbes  who  attended  them  at  the  Gaol  may  be  called  in  and  examined.

"  Mr.  John  Smith  of  the  Town  of  St.  George  being  thereto  requested,  at 
tended  and  informed  the  House  that  he  dwells  near  the  new  Gaol,  and  has 
lately  observed  a  great  stench  issuing  therefrom,  which  has  at  times  been  so 
oiTensive  as  to  compel  him  to  shut  up  his  doors  and  windows  to  avoid  it. 
That  the  Prisoners  complain  loudly  of  the  want  of  Bread  and  other  necessa- 
ries, and  that  he  has  observed  that  they  are  destitute  of  any  Ut«nsils  what- 
ever to  cook  or  dress  the  raw  victuals  generally  supplied  them. 

"Dr.  Robert  Forbes  also  attended  and  informed  the  House  that  he  has  this 
day  attended  the  Committee  of  Assembly  appointed  to  inspect  the  condition 
of  the  Prisoners  at  the  new  Gaol.  That  on  the  opening  of  the  doors  a  stench 
issued  thence  so  offensive  and  nauseous,  that  he  conceived  it  dangerous  to 
venture  in.  Indeed  the  Stair  Case  lefading  up  to  the  Prisoners'  apartments 
was  so  covered  with  Excrement  as  to  render  the  passage  almost  impassible. 
That  he  conceives  without  relief  a  putrid  Fever  will  in  a  few  days  seize  the 
Unhappy  Prisoners,  which  in  all  probability  will  be  fatal  not  only  to  them,  but 
to  all  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town." 

"Then  the  House  adjourned  to  the  third  ringing  of  the  Bell  in  the  after- 
noon." ■ 

Some  interesting  Records  fellow  this  in  the  .Journals  of  the  House  of 
Assembly. 
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The  Governor  informed  the  House  that  there  was  no  Commissary  fur 
Prisoners  of  war  at  Bermuda,  and  as  requested,  he  sent  an  hxlract  trom  h.s 
Instructions  on  this  subject.  Tiie  House  of  Assembly,  in  answer,  complained 
tiint  the  Instruction  was  an  old  and  an  absolete  one,  in  disuse  in  the  oilier 
Colonies,  and  it  declined  to  ^comply  with  tiio  Governor's  requisition  tor 
miuntenance  for  Prisoners  of  War. 

Traditionary  Accounts  state  that  this  Fever  broke  out  before  the  end 
of  November,  1779. 

The  legislature  was  adjourned  first  until  January,  and  afterwards 
for  shorter  periods  for  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  Members  meeting  to 
constitute  a  House  of  Assembly.  On  the  Journal  of  the  ]  3th  March,  1780, 
there  is  the  following  record 

Die  Lunce,  March  31,  1780. 
Ante  Meridiem. 

A  violent  fever  continuing  to  rage  in  the  Country,  so  that  several  of  the 
Members  were  still  indisposed.  His  Excellency  adjourned  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Assembly  by  Proclamation,  to  Monday  the  10th  of  April. 

On  the  20th  of  April  the  Governor  met  and  addressed  the  Legislature, 
commencing  his  Speech  by  the  following  expression: — 

"It  will  give  me  joy  to  hear  that  the  sickness  that  prevented  your 
meeting  before  is  now  abated."    But  it  does  not  appear  that  the  malady  had 
abated  at  that  date  ;  for  we  find  the  following  recommendation  by    a  Joint 
Committee  of  tiie  Council  and  Assembly,  on  the  Journals  : — 

The  Joint  Comittee  having  taken  into  consideration  the  Speech  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor,  of  this  week,  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  as  the 
Malignant  Fever  continues  to  increase  rather  than  abate,  it  be  recommended 
to  His  Excellency  to  prohibit  the  Exportation  from  these  Islands  of  any 
Jesuits  Bark  or  any  other  Medicines  on  board  of  any  Prize  or  other  Vestel 
now  in  the  Port  of  Bermuda,  as  such  Articles  are  greatly  wanted  for  the  re- 
lief of  the  Inhabitants,  and  also  to  give  every  encouragement  to  the  Impor- 
tation as  well  by  Flags  of  Truce  as  otherwise,  of  Indian  Corn,  Red  Wine, 
Wine  Vinegar,  Poultry  and  Medicines ;  whereof  there  is  a  great  scarcity  in  the 
Islands  and  which  are  deemed  essentially  necessary  to  the  relief  of  such  per- 
sons as  are  infected  with  that  disorder. 

There  was  a  Veteran  Battalion  stationed  in  Bermuda  in  1780. 

On  the  12th  of  October  the  House  of  Assembly  sent  a  message  request- 
ing the  attendance  of  their  Surgeon,  who  gave  the  following  information  ; — 

"On  further  consideration  of  the  different  things  absolutely  necessary  for 
the  conveniency  of  an  Hospital  situated  out  of  the  Town  of  St.  George's,  it 
appears  to  me  requisite  that  the  Nurse  should  have  an  apartment  separate 
from  the  sick,  ye.t  within  call,  to  sleep  in  at  night :  this  may  be  made  with 
the  same  materials  as  the  Hospital  is  built  with,  but  a  small  Kitchen  or  cook- 
room,  which  will  appear  likewise  necessary,  in  my  opinion,  had  better  be 
made  of  stone,  to  prevent  all  danger  of  fire,  &c.,  as  Soldiers  will  be  very 
neglectful— this  addition  to  the  plan  mentioned  in  the  House  would  make  a 


pood  Hospital,  and  groally  contribute  to  the  pre^-ervation  of  the  poor  men, 
aa  well  as  the  sit'cly  of  the  Inhabitants  of  St.  Georges,  whose  health  and 
welfare  I  have  every  reason  in  the  world,  from  their  several  civilities,  most 
striet'y  to  pay  atteniion  to.

To  His  Excellency 

The  Governor,  &c.,  &c.,  &o. 

Dear  Sir, 

I  have  the  Honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
yesterday's  dale,  enclosing  some  Tables  of  Statistical  Returns  to  the  perfect- 
ing of  which,  I  shall  have  great  pleasure  to  contribute  every  thing  in  my 
power.  I  shall  as  briefly  as  possible,  reply  to  Your  Excellency's  inquiries, 
as  to  the  Periodical  Returns  of  Epidemic  Fever,  since  the  origin  of  my  prac- 
tice, which  may  be  deemed  to  have  commenced  in  1796.  Late  in  August  of 
that  year  a  Fever  of  uncommon  type  in  this  Island,  began  to  show  itself  in 
Somerset.  It  was  quickly  fatal,  and  soon  the  report  of  patients  becoming 
yellow  immediately  after  death,  induced  me  to  visit  the  seat  of  disease, 

The  Cities  of  f^ew  York  and  Philadelphia,  suiFering  then  under  tiie 
scourge  of  Bilious  Remittent  Fever,  made  me  suspect  that  some  unhealthy 
atmospheric  influence  was  at  work,  and  I  was  the  more  determined  closely 
to  notice  its  effects.  It  proceeded  in  its  course  regularly  from  the  Westward 
until  it  reached  St.  Georges,  late  I  think,  in  December,  when  Governor 
Campbell,  in  a  few  days  after  his  arrival,  unfortunately  was  among  its  last 
victims.  Its  onset  at  that  time  was  highly  inflammatory ;  severe  and  sudden 
headache,  pains  in  the  back,  occasional  delirium,  eyes  red,  sparkling  and 
watery,  and  those  symptoms  by  far  more  evident  in  Europeans  than  in  natives. 
It  was  observable  too  that  the  Colored  people,  compared  with  the  Whites 
were  much  more  exempt  from  the  disease,  and,  when  attacked,  the  symptoms 
were  generally  milder.  We  had  no  return  of  a  similar  Epidemic  until  1818, 
when  it  was  not  so  general,  but  rather  of  a  more  inflammatory  Type,  and  I 
think  more  fatal  in  its  result.  In  addition  to  what  I  believed  to  be  a  depraved 
state  of  the  air,  we  then  had  more  intercourse  with  America,  and  as  Health 
Officer,  I  had  the  painful  opportunity  of  observing  that  many  vessels  whose 
Crews  had  sailed  from  their  Ports,  especially  from  North  Carolina,  in  perfect 
health,  had,  as  they  approached  the  Island  in  calm  weather,  become  generally 
sick  with  Fever,  and  while  endeavouring  to  trace  the  cause,  t  discovered  that 
they  were  chiefly  laden  with  Lumber  which  had  been  lying  in  their  shallow 
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Rivers  and  imbedded  in  mud  during  the  continuance  of  the  Embargo  and 
War,  and  no  disease  appeiu-ed  until,  in  the  extreme  hot  latitudes,  baneful 
and  putrid  exhalations  began  to  arise,  and  produced  the  identical  symptome 
which  always  attend  the  Bilious  Remittent  Fever. 

In  J  820,  21,  22,  doubtful  but  very  suspicious  cases  were  occasionally 
met  with,  but  not  to  that  degree  as  to  excite  alarm. 

As  regards  the  successful  treatment  of  this  disorder  I  must  candidly 
confess  to  your  Excellency  that  in  my  humble  opinion  every  thing  depends 
upon  an  early  view  of  the  Patient,  and  the  timely  efforts  made  to  subdue  the 
Djost  threatening  symptoms. — According  to  the  habit  of  the  Patients  so  the 
symptons  vary,  and  I  feel  convinced  that  no  regular  or  specific  mode  of  treat- 
ment can  be  safely  recommended.  With  European  or  plethoric  Patients, 
prompt  and  full  bleedings,  though  not  too  full,  can  hardly  fail  to  be  useful. 
They  should  be  made  when  the  Patient  is  in  an  erect  posture,  and  from  a 
large  orifice,  so  as  to  make  a  quick  impression.  When  recovered  from  its 
effect,  or  even  previous  to  bleeding,  if  just  attacked,  an  Emetic  of  20  grains 
Ipecacuana  and  1  or  2  grains  of  Tartar  Emetic  should  be  premised,  followed 
up  in  a  reasonable  time  with  Jalap  and  Calomel,  or  Senna  and  Salts  until 
the  Stomach  and  Bowels  are  well  cleared.  The  whole  attention  of  the  Med- 
ical Attendant  will  now  be  required  to  watch  and  relieve  the  different  organs 
which  are  always  more  or  less  liable  to  be  congested  with  blood.  If  the 
Brain,  Blister  the  shaved  head,  and  apply  counter  irritants,  such  as  Sinap- 
isms to  whatever  parts  may  appear  torpid. 

I  now  approach  a  subject  on  which  I  am  confident  Your  Excellency  is  ve- 
ry desirous  to  obtain  information ; — how  to  prevent  or  ameliorate  the  present 
threatening  state  of  disease? — Unfortunately,  neither  the  nature,  nor  the 
cause,  has  as  yet  been  sufficiently  defined  to  enable  us  to  pronounce  positively 
on  it.  I  can  only  recommend  the  most  free  Ventilation,  as  little  exposure 
to  the  rays  of  the  Sun  as  possible,  moderate  mode  of  living;  in  short,  avoiding 
everything  which  may  have  a  tendency  to  incite  inflammation.  It  is  most  im- 
portant too  that  the  Patient  who  has  been  fortunate  enough  to  escape  the  in- 
flammatory attack  should  strictly  guard  against  a  relapse,  when  the  disease  is 
apt  to  put  on  the  Typhoid  Type,  which  requires  a  directly  opposite  treatment 
and  to  be  conducted  with  great  moderation  and  judgement.  I  trust  your 
Excellency  wdll  pardon  the  hurried  and  imperfect  manner  in  which  the  above 
remarks  have  been  hastily  penned,  and  will  believe  me  to  be  always  very  res- 
pectfully and  faithfully

(Copy  of  a  Letter  Iroin  Dr.  Latham,  to  the  Editor  of  the  Bermuda 
Gleaner,  on  the 

Fever  of  1813.) 

HIS  MAJESTY'S  SHIP  RUBY, 

November  11th,  1812. 

Sir, — With  much  surprise  and  regret  I  have  observed,  tliat  the  Fever 
which  has  made  its  appearance  in  these  Islands,  continues  to  be  thought  an 
infectious  disease  by  a  majority  of  the  Inhabitants,  of  the  fatal  effects  of 
which  belief,  I  have  lately  seen  a  most  distressing  instance. 

Fearful,  should  the  Fever  unhappily  make  its  appearance  more  extensive- 
ly among  those  residing  on  shore,  that  numbers  are  likely  to  suffer  neglect 
by  those  around  them  being  impressed  with  the  erroneous  opinion  that  the 
Fever  is  infectious,  I  am  induced  to  offer  a  few  remarks  on  the  nature  of  this 
disease  by  which  I  hope  to  clearly  prove,  that  it  is  not,  in  the  slightest 
degree  infectious  ;  by  which  I  mean,  that  a  person  laboring  under  the  Fever, 
cannot  communicate  it  to  others. 

Many  have  doubted  the  origin  of  this  disease,  but  I  was  in  hopes  that 
the  most  superficial  observer,  by  a  retrospective  view  of  the  state  of  the 
weather,  for  several  months  previous  to  the  fever  making  its  appearance, 
would  have  found  sufficient  cause  for  the  production  of  disease. 

The  Atmosphere  of  these  Islands  being  vitiated  by  the  excessive  heat 
and  almost  total  want  of  rain,  during  the  Summer  months,  consequently  dis- 
posed the  bodies  of  those  persons  not  seasoned  to  the  climate  for  the  recep- 
tion of  Disease.  The  unusual  heavy  rains  which  ushered  in  the  Autumn, 
determined  its  nature ;  a  remittent  bihous  fever  (the  true  autumnal  fever  of 
all  hot  climates)  was  the  product.  Since  the  appearance  of  the  disease,  I 
have  conversed  with  many  Medical  Gentlemen  on  this  subject,  not  one  of 
whom  have  doubted  its  nature  or  origin,  and  I  think  I  may  venture  to  assert 
that  few  who  has  resided  for  any  time  in  Tropical  Climates  and  have  seen 
this  fever,  entertain  an  idea  of  its  being  an  infectious  Disease. 

I  could  quote  many  Medical  authors  of  the  first  authority,  who  have 
practised  for  many  years  in  the  West  Indies,  where  this  fever  is  frequently 
Epidemic,  and  who  have  seen  it  rage  with  great  violence,  yet  those  Physi- 
cians were  decidedly  of  opinion,  that  the  Fever  could  not  be  communicated 
from  the  diseased  person  to  the  healthy. 

But  instead  of  reverting  to  authorities  to  prove  this  disease  (the  bilious 
remittent  fever)  not  infectious,  I  shall  appeal  to  the  observation  of  the  un- 
prejudiced part  of  the  inhabitants.  I  believe  it  is  generally  known,  that  the 
fever  is  chiefly  confined  to  the  shipping  lying  at  Ireland  Island,  and  the  troops 
quartered  at  St.  Georges,  and  that  few  of  the  native  inhabitants  have  beeq 
seized  with  it.  This  in  ray  opinion  must  prove,  that  it  cannot  be  communi- 
cated from  one  person  to  another,  and  that  the  pow^er  of  comnaunicating  the 
diorder  resides  in  the  vitiated  atmosphere. 
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On  board  the  Ruby,  a  singular  instance  has  occurred  ;  the  only  person 
who  has  escaped  the  fever  is  a  man  named  Basden,  a  native  of  Bermuda. 
On  Ireland  and  among  the  workmen  in  the  Dock  Yard,  I  have  observed  the 
natives  generally  have  escaped  the  fever ;  the  few  who  have  been  attacked, 
except  in  one  instance,  have  done  well.  The  fever  in  those  I  attended, 
was  mild,  and  did  not  show  any  of  its  malignant  symptoms. 

These  facts,  will,  Ihope,  disperse  from  the  minds  of  the  inhabitants, 
the  dread  of  being  infected  by  approaching  the  person  of  the  diseased,  and  I 
can  assure  them,  that  fear  will  act  more  powerfully  in  producing  disease,  than 
any  other  existing  cause  I  am  acquainted  with. 

I  hope  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  more  on  this  subject ;  humanity 
will,  I  am  persuaded,  point  out  the  necessity  of  having  the  sick  attended  to  by 
those  around  them,  and  not  abandoned  to  their  fate  and  let  die  for  want  of 
prompt  and  early  attendance. 

The  hurried  manner  in  which  I  am  obliged  to  write  this  letter,  will  I  hope 
plead  for  its  inaccuracies.

Fever  of  1830. 

By  Assistant  Surgeon  Crawford,  written  in  1820. 
Extract  from  "  Popular  Arguments  in  favor  of  the  Clime  of  the  Bermudas." 

The  Bilious  Remittent  Fever,  that  scourge  of  tropical  countries,  has 
only  made  its  appearance  in  these  Islands  at  four  different  periods ;  viz.,  in 
the  years  1780,  1796,  1818,  and  1819,  and  from  which  they,  have  been  per- 
fectly free  during  the  intervals,  although  every  variety  which  this  climate  is 
subject  to  must  have  taken  place,  aad  the  same  source  (if  endemic)  must 
have  existed  at  some  of  the  intervening  periods.  I  regret  to  state  that  there 
is  still  great  discrepancy  of  opinion  among  the  Faculty  here  respecting  its 
origin,  notwithstanding  the  jealousy  with  which  the  approach  of  such  an 
unusual  and  unwelcome  visitor  must  have  been  viewed,  and  its  source  with 
greater  probabiUty  traced. 

Although  I  am  fully  sensible  how  far  mankind  is  ready  to  assign  causes 
to  disease,  and  often  such  are  not  only  vague  but  even  absurd,  still  on  such 
an  interesting  subject  as  this  is,  all  facts  upon  which  any  reliance  can  bo  pla- 
ced  should  be  recorded. 

So  far  back  as  the  year  1780,  no  authentic  account  can  be  h-id  of  ita  first 
•ppearance. 
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In  1796,  it  commenced  at  Ireland  Island,  the  most  Western  part  of  this 
Colony,  gradually  traced  its  destructive  way  through  the  several  Islands 
In  rotation  according  to  their  proximity,  and  did  not  arrive  at  St.  George's, 
the  most  distant  one,  till  seven  months'  after  its  first  appearance. 

I  am  in  possession  of  a  Report  which  was  written  in  the  year  1797,  to, 
and  by  the  desire  of  His  Excellency  General  Beckwith,  the  then  Governor, 
in  which  the  opinion  is  stated  that  the  fever  of  the  preceding  year  was  import- 
ed by  a  French  Prize,  which  was  carried  into  Harbour  at  Ireland,  and  had  then 
this  fever  raging  on  board  and  several  of  her  crew  dead  and  dying.  In  con- 
versation with  the  author  of  the  above  report,  he  informed  me,  that  he  suppos- 
ed the  fever  to  have  been  communicated,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  people  on 
Ireland,  by  their  having  used  and  lain  on  some  articles  of  bedding  belonging 
to  deceased  Frenchmen,  which  had  been  thrown  overboard  and  afterwards 
picked  up  on  shore. 

In  the  year  1818,  it  is  stated  also  to  have  been  imported  to  the  same  Is- 
land by  a  man-of-war  from  the  West  Indies.  In  this  year  numbers  died  at 
the  Dock  Yard  at  Ireland,  and  I  believe  it  made  no  further  progress.  This 
Island  which  has  been  twice  the  focus  of  disease,  is  (as  has  been  already  stat- 
ed) scarcely  a  mile  in  length,  and  very  few  hundred  yards  broad ;  it  is  merely 
a  rock,  and  scarcely  produces  anything  else  than  the  Cedar.  There  is  nothing 
of  a  swamp  or  marsh  on  it,  and  in  fact  it  is  a  most  unlikely  place  for  generat- 
ing a  pestilential  miasma. 

No  very  satisfactory  account  is  given  of  the  origin  of  the  Fever  of  1819, 
which  proved  so  extremely  destructive  both  to  the  iVIilitary  and  Civilians. 
Those  who  support  the  opinion  of  its  foreign  origin,  believe  it  to  have  been  im- 
ported to  St.  Georges,  by  a  Vessel  called  the  Tartar,  which  had  a  short  time 
previously,  been  at  the  Oronoko  where  a  most  malignant  fever  raged,  and  where 
she  had  lost  several  of  her  Crew.  She  had  subsequently  been  at  Jamaica,  and 
as  far  as  I  can  learn,  not  lost  any  person  during  her  voyage  here.  A  passen- 
ger who  was  in  the  last  stage  of  consumption  died  on  the  night  of  her  arrival 
in  this  harbour,  and  as  it  is  said  his  body  turned  quite  yellow  before  inhuma- 
mation,  they  apprehended  his  death  to  have  arisen  from  fever.  The  Medical 
Gentlemen  who  attended  him  on  that  night,  however,  assured  me  he  died  of 
Phthisis  Pulmoiialis.

Fever  of  1§37. 

ROYAL  NAVAL  HOSPITAL, 

Bermuda,  27th  October,  1837. 

Sm, — ^It  becomes  my  duty  to  acquaint  you  that  a  Fever,  of  a  most  malig- 
nant type,  made  its  appearance  on  board  the  Dromedary,  Convict  Hulk,  about 
the  19th  ultimo.    This  disease  bears  a  close  affinity  to  the  Yellow  Fever  of 
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tlie  West  Indies,  that  fatal  symptom  of  the  complaint  "  Black  Vomit,"  being- 
present  in  all  the  eases  which  had  an  inflammatory  termination. 

The  Hospital  report  which  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  will  shew  the  rapid 
progress  of  the  Epidemic.  The  symptoms  in  many  instances  were  so  violent 
and  unmanageable  that  the  Patient  died  while  in  the  act  of  vomiting  the 
black  turbid  fluid,  to  which  I  have  alluded.  In  all  the  fatal  cases  the  surface 
was  of  a  decidedly  yellow  hue,  and  the  Post  Mortem  examinations  fully  cor- 
responded with  the  details  given  by  Medical  writers  on  this  disease.  AH  the 
pure  cases  of  the  disorder  (with  two  exceptions)  that  were  placed  under  my 
care  were  sent  from  the  Dromedary,  Convict  Hulk,  and  H.  iVl.  Ship  Pearl, 
to  which  vessel  was  refitting  here  close  to  the  Convict  Hulk.  The  exceptions 
which  I  allude  were  Sporadic  cases,  one  from  the  Dock  Yard,  and  the  other 
from  H.  M.  Ship  Seringapatam,  both  of  which  terminated  fatally.  With 
reference  to  the  contagious  nature  of  the  complaint,  I  beg  leave  to  observe 
that  not  a  single  attendant  on  the  Sick  was  attacked,  nor  did  any  of  the  Pa- 
tients under  treatment  for  other  diseases  suflTer. — One  IVIan  (a  Guard  of  the 
Dromedary  Hulk)  left  the  Island  with  the  dit-ease  upon  him.  He  died  at 
Somerset  in  the  bosom  of  his  family,  but  no  person  in  that  Parish  was  attack- 
ed by  it.  1  beg  further  to  inform  you  that  there  has  also  been  another  fever, 
very  general  all  over  these  Islands  for  the  last  month,  it  is  known  by  the  name 
of  the  "  Dandy  or  Broken  Bone  Fever,"  and  bears  a  close  resemblance  to 
the  Epidemic  catarrchal  fever  uhich  prevailed  here  in  the  Autumn  of  1828. 
These  Cases  have  all  been  mild,  and  generally  yielded  to  treatment  on  the 
third  day. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  be  enabled  to  inform  you  that  both  these 
diseases  are  disappearing  fast,  as  no  new  case  of  importance  has  presented 
itself  for  some  days. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  letter  without  bearing  testimony  to  the  conduct 
and  merits  of  Mr.  Ring,  the  Senior  Assistant  Surgeon,  who  was  unwearied 
and  unceasing  in  his  attendance  on  the  sick,  and  to  whose  watchful  assistance 
I  am  greatly  indebted  for  the  favourable  termination  of  so  many  of  the  cases 
that  came  under  my  care.

[The  following  Notes  are  extracted  from  a  private  Journal  kept  on  board 
Her  Majesty's  Hulk  Dromedary  at  Ireland  Island,  Bermuda,  during  the  months 
of  October,  November  and  December,  1837— By  me,  Robert  Mantach,  Chap- 
lain.] *^ 
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Note. — Provious  to  tho  Month  of  October,  the  Inhabitants  of  Irehmd  la- 
land,  as  well  as  the  Garrison  and  Convict  Establishment,  were  healthy.  On  the- 
1st  September,  there  were  in  the  Royal  Naval  Hospital,  one  patient  from  the 
Naval  Yard,  one  from  the  Royal  Oak,  two  Ofiicers  from  the  Convict  Estab- 
lishment-, three  Soldiers  from  the  Garrison,  and  five  or  six  Convicts. 

Wednesday,  4lh  October —Her  Majesty's  Ship  Seringapatam,  Captain 
John  Leith,  arrived  at  Five  Fathom  Hole ;  twenty-five  days  from  the  Havanah, 
having  yellow  fever  on  board. 

Thursday,  6th  October — The  Seringapatam,  came  to  Grassy  Bay,  this 
morning,  in  an  hour  from  the  narrows — cold  morning,  Ther.  71®.  She 
commenced  landing  or  returning  the  Spars,  Sails,  Cordage,  &c.,  &c.,  of  Her 
Majesty's  Ship  Romney,  dismantled  at  the  Havannah ;  into  the  Royal  Oak, 
Receiving  Ship,  moored  to  the  Wharf  inside  the  Camber,  and  into  the  Store 
House. 

Friday,  6th  October.— Her  Majesty's  Ship  Pearl,  Captain  Lord  Clarence 
Paget,  arrived  from  England,  The  Pearl  came  into  the  Camber  this  after- 
noon to  refit,  sending  her  Seamen,  «&c.,  to  the  Royal  Oak,  receiving  Ship. 

Saturday,  7th  October  — Beautiful  Weather. 

Sunday,  Sth.October. — Performed  Divine  Service :  moderate  clear  weather 
10  Patients  in  Hospital  this  afternoon. 

Monday,  9th  October. — I  called  on  Captain  Leith  this  morning;  while  on 
board  the  Seringapatam  observed  many  Convalescents  and  several  in  bed  in 
the  Sick-Bay.    Very  rough,  squally  weather  during  the  evening  and  night. 

Tuesday,  10th  October. — Rainy  all  day.  Fever  in  the  Royal  Oak. 
First  case,  Tudor  Newman,  a  white  man  and  a  native  of  Bermuda. 

Wednesday,  1 1th  October. — Fever  increasing  in  the  Oak,  many  of  the 
Seamen  of  the  Pearl  ill  to-day.  Andrews  and  Cundy,  Stone  Masons,  ill  of 
Fever  to-day ;  they  were  employed  dressing  curb  stone  near  the  landing. 
The  Fever  has  made  its  appearance  in  the  Dromedary.  The  Guard  and  many 
of  the  Convicts,  who  have  been  employed  discharging  the  coal  Brig  Margar- 
et, under  the  Bows  of  the  Royal  Oak,  being  the  first  cases  in  the  Hulk. 

Monday,  16th  October. — I  have  been  ill  of  Fever  since  Wednesday  even- 
ing. Many  cases  of  Fever,  besides  those  sent  to  Hospital  since  Wednesday. 
One  of  the  Dromedary's  Guards  died  to-day  at  the  Naval  Hospital,  first  death. 
Fair  clear  weather. 

Tuesday,  17th  October. — Rough,  squally  weather  all  day.  Another 
Guard  died  at  the  Naval  Hospital  this  afternoon, 

Wednesday,  18th  October. — Interred  the  body  of  Charles  Willson,  late 
Guard  Dromedary — died  last  evening  at  the  Naval  Hospital.  Calm,  damp 
weather.    At  Sunset  it  began  to  rain  and  continued  in  torrents  till  midnight. 

Thursday,  19th  Octbr. — New  cases  of  Fever  ;  this  morning  on  board  the 
Royal  Oak,  at  the  Square  amongst  the  Artificers,  and  on  board  the  Dromedary. 
Very  rainy  and  disagreeable  weather  all  day.  Mr.  Cundy,  Mate  in  charge, 
received  an  order  to-day  from  the  Naval  Storekeeper,  to  remove  the  Drome- 
dary out  of  the  Camber, 

Friday,  20th  October. — Fair,  clear  weather,    John  Kennedy,  Esqr.,  Sur- 
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gcon,  Naval  Hoppital,  came  on  board,  examined  the  slale  of  the  Ship— coun- 
termanded the  order  to  remove  the  Hulk.  Dr.  Kennedy  also  directed  the  Re- 
solute, now  moored  ahead  of  the  Dromedary,  to  be  prepared  for  the  accommo' 
dation  of  the  Sick,  requesting  Mr.  Pro\vse,'Surgeon  of  the  Convict  Establish- 
ment, to  send  the  bad  cases  of  Fever  to  the  Hospital,  and  the  mild  cases  on 
board  the  Resolute.  A  Sentry  stationed  to  prevent  all  intercourse  with  the 
Shore.  H.  M.  S.  Pearl  sent  to  the  Quarantine  ground  at  Port's  Island.  All 
communication  between  the  Dromedary  and  Coromandel  stopped.  No  Con- 
victs sent  to  work  on  the  Public  Works ;  and  as  little  communication  as  possi- 
ble allowed  between  the  Departments  on  Ireland  Island.  A  third  Guard  died 
this  Evening. 

Saturday,  21st  October. — Ship's  Company  clearing  the  Resolute  for  the 
Sick.  A  Convict  died  at  the  Hospital.  First  Prisoner  that  died  of  fever. 
Mrs.  iVlantach  very  ill  of  fever  all  day.  Several  deaths  on  Shore  since  yes- 
terday. 

Sunday,  22nd  October. — Read  prayers  to  a  very  attentive  congregation. 
Sent  several  cases  of  fever  to  Naval  Hospital  this  Evening. 

Monday,  23rd  October. — Fair,  clear  weather.  A  prisoner  died  to  day  at 
Naval  Hospital.    Sent  Sick  to  Hospital  this  evening. 

Tuesday,  24th  October. — Squally  weather,  many  deaths  during  the  night 
and  morning.    P.  M.    Interred  three  Convicts  this  afternoon. 

Wednesday,  25th  October. — Fever  abating.  H.  M.  Ships  Cornwallis, 
Champion  and  Sappho,  anchored  off  St.  George's  Island.  Several  cases  of 
Dandy  Fever  during  the  night — none  of  yellow  fever  to  day.    Cool  weather. 

Thursday,  26th  October. — Fair  morning.  All  in  a  fair  way  at  the  Naval 
Hospital.  Admiral  Sir  Charles  Paget  landed  from  the  Cornwallis  at  Clarence 
Hill. 

Friday,  27th  October. — No  new  cases  of  fever  in  the  Dromedary  to 
day.  Yellow  fever  reported  in  the  Coromandel  Hulk  to  day.  Mild,  clear 
weather. 

Saturday,  28th  October. — Several  new  cases  of  Fever  this  morning,  both 
in  the  Dromedary  and  Coromandel.  Convalescents  returned  to  the  Drome- 
dary from  the  Naval  Hospital  sent  to  the  Resolute.  A  Prisoner  of  the  Coro- 
mandel, died  of  Fever,  at  the  Naval  Hoepital  to  day. 

Sunday,  29th  October. — Fair,  clear  weather.  Performed  Divine  Service 
on  board.    Fever  subsiding  in  the  Dromedary  Hulk. 

Monday,  30th  October. — Drizzling  rain  all  day.  Fever  increasing  In 
the  Square  amongst  the  people  of  the  Dock  Yard : — Many  deaths.  Several 
new  cases  of  fever,  both  in  the  Dromedary  and  Coromandel.  Mr.  Cunniniif- 
ham.  Assistant  Surgeon,  Naval  Yard,  ill  of  Fever  to  day,  said  to  be  a  severe 
case.    Lightning  this  evening  all  round  the  compass. 

Tuesday,  3 1  st  October. — Many  cases  of  Fever  since  last  evening,  and 
several  deaths  during  the  night  in  the  Hospital  and  in  the  Square.  Dr.  Ken- 
nedy mustered  the  Prisoners  and  examined  the  decks  of  the  Coromandel  and 
Dromedary. 

November  Ist.— Cool  Morning.    Mrs.  Rickards  died  this  morning  leav- 
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itig  six  Orphans — tho  Father  having  died  some  days  ago.  The  Royal  Oak 
taken  out  of  the  Camber  to-day,  being  considered  deeply  infected. 

Thursday,  2d  November. — A  few  mild  cases  of  Fever  this  morning. 
Heard  litde  from  the  Shore  to-day.  Damp,  disagreeable  weather.  No  new 
cases  of  Fever  this  afternoon. 

Friday.  3rd  November. — A  case  of  Fever  from  the  Corps  of  Royal  Sap- 
pers and  Miners  this  morning  sent  in  to  Hospital,  considered  to  be  a  bad  case. 

Saturday,  4th  November. — Moderate  weather.  No  new  case  of  fever 
this  morning.  A  few  dangerous  cases  at  the  Naval  Hospital.  Dr.  Kennedy 
visited  the  Hulks  this  forenoon. 

Sunday,  5th  November. — Performed  Divine  Service  on  board  the  Coro- 
mandel  and  Dromedary  Hulks,  and  at  the  Garrison  on  Ireland  Island.  No 
new  cases  of  fever  to  day.  All  tlie  old  cases  doing  well  except  one  (Bird, 
Convict,  Shoemaker,  Dromedary.) 

Monday,  6tli  November. — Men  out  at  work  to  day.  Sentry  partially 
withdrawn.  Convicts  not  allowed  to  pass  the  Schoolhouse.  The  Officers 
go  over  ihe  Island  as  usual.  People  employed  on  the  North-west  side  of  the 
Island — none  near  the  Commodore's  Residence,  now  occupied  by  Captain  R. 
Young,  R.  E. 

Saturday,  18th  November. — Convict,  William  Davis,  died  this  morning 
in  the  Resolute,  of  fever,  Coroner's  Inquest.  The  first  and  only  death  on 
board  the  Resolute. 

Tuesday,  28th  November. — Interred  the  body  of  Private  Stephens,  late 
30th  Regiment.    Died  of  Fever  in  Hospital. 

Monday,  4th  December. — Visited  Mrs.  Wilkins,  wife  of  the  Ist  Mate  of 
the  Coromandel.  She  is  very  low  and  sinking.  Prayed  with  her.  Master 
Wilkins  ill  on  the  Sofa.  Mrs.  W.  died  soon  after  I  left  the  Cabin.  Interred 
her  remains  at  5  o'clock. 

Wednesday,  6th  December. — Interred  the  remains  of  John  Wilkins,  aged 
12  years,  son  of  the  above. 

Tuesday,  7th  December. — Mr.  Wilkins,  1st  Mate  Coromandel  and  Ser- 
vant sent  to  Naval  Hospital  this  morning,  ill  of  fever. 

At  4  P.M.  Interred  the  remains  of  William  Smith,  late  Private  30th 
Regiment.  Private  Smith  came  from  Mount  Langton  (Government  House) 
on  the  Ist  December,  to  the  Naval  Hospital  at  Ireland  Island,  ill  of  the  pre- 
vailing fever. 

Saturday,  9th  December. — Interred  the  remains,  of  John  Wilkins,  late 
Ist  Mate  of  the  Coromandel  Hulk,  aged  43  years.  Died  last  evening 
at  the  Royal  Naval  Hospital. 

Number  of  patients  sent  from  the  Dromedary  to  the  Royal  Naval  Hospi- 
tal, between  the  i4th  October  and  10th  December,  1837, 
4  Officers,  3  Died. 

38  Convicts,  9  Died. 

The  mild  cases  of  fever  from  the  Dromedary,  of  which  there  were  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty,  were  treated  on  board  the  temporary  Hospital  Ship 
Resolute.    One  died  on  board. 
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Sunday,  24th  December.— Richard  S.  Young,  Esqr.,  Captain  Royal  Engi- 
neers,  died  this  afternoon  about  2  o'clock,  but  not  of  the  prevailing  fever.

ST.  GEORGES,  January  Ist,  1844. 

Sir, — ^In  compliance  with  Your  Excellency's  request  per  Circular  of  16th 
October  last,  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  a  Tabular  Return  of  all  the  Patients 
who  came  under  my  private  Professional  Charge,  as  attacked  by  Fever  in  the 
course  of  the  last  year  ;  and  in  explanation  of  it,  and  of  my  views  in  connection 
with  the  subjects  referred  to  in  Your  Excellency's  minute,  I  have  to  submit 
to  you  the  following  remarks : — 

Ist.    It  appears  that  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  a  disposition 
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to  Fever  exhibited  itself  in  a  considerable  number  of  individuals  in  different 
places  within  the  limits  of  my  Practice,  the  disease  being  for  the  first  five 
months  distinctly  of  the  Typhoid  character,  but  in  June  of  mild  Bilious  kind. 

2nd.  In  July  an  Epidemic  of  a  more  severe  description,  bearing  decided- 
ly the  character  of  the  Yellow  Fever  of  the  West  Indies,  made  its  appearance, 
and  continued  during  the  months  of  August,  September  and  October. 

3i  d.  In  reference  to  the  question  as  to  the  origination  of  the  Disease  in 
these  Islands,  or  its  introduction  into  them  ab  extra,  the  opinion  that  is  most 
generally  adopted,  and  from  which  my  own  professional  experience  has  given 
me  no  reason  to  differ,  is  thai  the  Yellow  Fever  is  not  indigenous  in  the  Ber- 
mudas ;  that  in  the  present  instance,  it  was  introduced  into  this  healthy  Co- 
lony by  the  Royal  Mail  Steamer  Tweed,  when  she  arrived  here  in  the  month 
of  June  last. 

4th.  In  accordance  with  the  same  view,  I  may  here  also  state  to  your 
Excellency,  my  own  recollections  of  the  course  of  the  same  disorder,  upon  the 
two  previous  occafsions  when  it  visited  these  Islands. 

In  1796  the  Disease  made  its  appearance  first  at  Ireland  Island,  where 
was  anchored  a  Transport  or  Troop  Ship,  which  was  conveying  Invalids  from 
one  of  the  West  India  Islands  to  England,  and  at  that  time,  from  the  more 
frequent  intercourse  subsisting  between  Ireland  and  Somerset,  the  disease 
became  propagated  in  that  direction  first;  and  St  Georges  was  one  of  the  last 
places  in  the  Colony  that  it  reached. 

In  1819,  on  the  contrary,  the  Disease  appeared  first  in  St.  Georges,  and 
was  traced,  according  to  the  universal  impression  both  then  and  now,  to  a 
ehip  which  had  arrived  directly  from  Jamaica,  and  was  anchoied  near  the  then 
Victualling  Stores  at  Wellington.  From  St.  Georges  it  was  conveyed  at  va- 
rious times,  to  various  other  points  of  the  Groupe,  as  occasions  of  commu- 
nication arose. 

6th.  Respecting  the  mode  of  Medical  treatment ;  I  have  only  to  state 
to  your  Excellency,  that  I  know  of  no  system  of  practice  that  can  be  adopted 
with  equal  success  in  all  cases.  In  my  own  experience,  I  was  governed  in 
each  several  instance  by  the  constitution  and  habit  of  the  patient;  and  by  the 
symptoms  that  successive'y  presented  themselves  to  my  observation  in  the 
progress  of  the  malady.  I  relied  upon  a  close  and  vigilant  attention  to  these 
on  my  own  part,  and  now  that  the  visitation  is  passed,  I  trust  I  may  be  per- 
mitted to  say,  that  I  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  it  was  followed 
by  a  most  gratifying  measure  of  success.  It  may  be  sutlicient  to  say  in  gen- 
eral that  in  every  case  I  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  important  objects  of  at- 
tention, the  state  of  the  stomach  and  bowels;  that  I  found  phlebotomy  advis- 
able,  but  not  uniformly  so  ;  and  that  when  expedient,  itAvas  by  no  means  al- 
ways BO,  at  the  same  stage  of  the  disease  ;  and  that  in  some  cases  it  required 
to  be  repeated  ;  that  I  found  warm  baths,  blisters,  and  counter  irritants  of  va- 
rious kinds  essentially  advantageous,  as  the  circumstances  of  the  patient  came 
to  require  them  ;  and  that  I  attribute  the  general  success  of  my  treatment  of 
this  dang-erous  malady  to  the  care  and  vigilance  of  the  nursing  which  my  pa- 
tients experienced  at  the  hand  of  their  friends,  as  much  as  to  any  efforts  of 
mere  Medical  science.  I  must  beg  leave  to  impress  moreover  on  your  Excel- 
lency, that  in  the  last  conclusion,  I  am  the  more  strongly  confirmed  by  the 
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short  experience  I  had  of  the  treatment  of  the  same  disease  in  the  Regimen- 
tal  Hospital,  in  which  the  deficiency  of  efficient  and  slcillui  nursing  was  pain- 
fully obvious  to  me. 

6th.  So  far  as  my  observation  has  gone,  I  believe  that  the  influence  of 
the  disease  upon  Europeans,  upon  North  Americans,  and  upon  the  Natives  of 
the  Islands,  is  identically  the  same  where  their  advantages  of  attendance  have 
been  equal.  Any  differjence  that  may  be  apparent  has,  I  have  no  doubt,  re- 
sulted from  causes  altogether  unconnected  with  such  inherent  influence.  The 
absence  of  assiduous  domestic  at'endance  to  which  I  have  before  alladeni,  and 
to  which  European  and  North  American  patients  were  unavoidably  more  ex- 
posed than  those  who  were  in  the  midst  of  family  solicitudes,  may  I  conceive, 
m  a  principal  degree,  account  for  the  difierence  in  regard  to  mortality  that 
may  be  remarked  in  the  different  classes.  Within  the  compass  of  my  own 
Practice,  the  Symptoms  of  a  great  many  patients  who  recovei'ed,  were,  at 
times,  every  way  as  severe  and  threatening  as  those  of  the  few  who  eventual- 
ly died.

My  Dear  Sir, 

I  was  honoured  with  your  Excellency's  note  of  yesterday,  inclosing  one 
from  Dr.  King,  and  am  truly  delighted  at  the  cheering  accounts  from  Ireland 
Island. — We  are  decidedly  improving  here.  Only  two  Cases  admitted  into 
the  Ordnance  Hospital  this  day  and  four  discharged.  One  new  case  in  pri- 
vate practice.   None  on  board  the  Antelope,  six  discharged. 

The  Mortality  amongst  the  Sappers  &  Miners  goes  on  at  a  fearful  rate, 
solely  to  be  attributed  to  their  intemperate  habits,  and  backwardness  in  re- 
porting themselves  Sick — few  having  the  benefit  of  Medical  treatment  until 
they  have  been  two  or  three  days  sick,  a  circumstance  that  in  4  out  of  5 
cases  must  be  attended  with  fatal  consequences. 

Out  of  70  cases  in  private  practice  (Natives  only)  I  have  not  had  a  single 
death.  This  perhaps  may  be  attributed  to  their  calling  in  immediate  Medical 
Assistance,  and  to  the  peculiar  mode  of  living.    I  am  much  obliged  to  your 

Excellency  for  your  kind  enquiries  after  my  family.    Mr.  is  recovering 

from  the  effects  of  fever,  but  I  am  grieved  to  say,  his  second  Child  is  dying 
of  inflammation  of  the  Mucous  Membrane  of  the  intestinal  canal.

Dr.  Hinson  presents  hia  compliments  to  His  Excelleney  Lieut.  Col.  Reid, 
and  in  reply  to  his  enquiries  respecting  the  Fever  which  prevailed  in  his 
family  in  the  beginning  of  the  year,  begs  to  state  that  his  Son  James  arrived 

from  the  West  Indies  a  few  days  before  Christmas  very  much  indisposed  

said  he  had  head-ache,  pain  in  the  back,  &c.,  but  was  not  aware  that  he  bad 
any  Fever.  He  appeared  to  recruit  until  the  first  week  in  January — when  he 
was  attacked  with  rigors,  head-ache,  pain  in  the  back  and  fever.  The  fever 
lasted  16  or  20  days.  His  Brother  Frederick,  who  was  much  with  him,  then 
had  Fever,  with  the  same  symptoms,  and  was  ill  35  days.  My  Daughter, 
Mrs.  Smith,  who  daily  visited  her  brothers,  was  then  attacked,  and  had  Fever 
seven  days.  I  was  then  taken  ill  and  confined  to  bed  fifteen  or  sixteen  days, 
and  was  so  much  debilitated  as  to  be  scarcely  able  to  lift  my  hand  to  my  head. 

On  the  1st  of  May  my  Son  Emilius  became  Sick  and  had  Fever  Forty 
Days.  Towards  the  termination  of  the  Disease,  it  assumed  a  distinct  remit- 
ting type — morning  remission,  and  exacerbation  of  Fever  early  in  the  evening. 
—In  all,  the  prostration  of  strength  was  very  great  and  convalescence  slow. 
The  symptoms  were  by  no  means  slight — as  your  Excellency  seems  to  think 
— some  were  delirious,  others  had  Haemorrhage  from  the  Nose,  Bladder  and 
Intestines. 

Mrs.  H.  and  two  of  my  Daughters,  in  constant  attendance  on  the  Sick 
for  upwards  of  fifteen  weeks,  and  undergoing  great  privations,  escaped  the

Sm, — In  compliance  with  the  wish  of  Your  Excellency  conveyed  to  me  a 
few  days  ago,  in  a  Circular,  I  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  observations  on 
the  Epidemic  at  present  prevailing  in  these  Islands. 

Origin. — ^With  respect  to  this  most  important  point,  a  conviction  con- 
trary to  former  impressions,  has  been  forced  on  my  mind  that  the  disease  in 
question  is  not  indigenous.  The  reasons  which  have  induced  this  belief  are 
several. — In  the  first  place,  it  is  hardly  reasonable  to  suppose,  that  all  the  lo- 
cal causes  calculated  to  produce  the  Malady,  have  been  absent  for  the  great 
length  of  time  during  which  we  have  been  exempt  from  its  visitation.  This 
year  has  been  marked  by  no  very  extraordinary  Atmospheric  phenomena, — 
no  unusual  animal  or  vegetable  decomposition  has  been  going  on— nor  have 
I  observed  so  much  of  the  peculiar  Miasmata  emitted  by  our  marshes  as  for- 
merly.— Had  the  attempt  to  interrupt  the  communication  between  t>in  P»>'". 
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broke  Marahes  and  the  Sea,  been  successful,  it  would  have  been  an  inter- 
esting enquiry  how  far  such  a  raeusuro  would  have  been  instrumental  m  pro- 
ducing disease ;  for  I  believe  that  we  are  indebted  to  this  communication  for 
the  harmless  character  of  our  Marshes. 

A  second  reason  which  has  much  influenced  my  opinion,  is  the  strong 
evidence  that  this  disease  has  been  imported  on  a  former  occasion.  On  the 
3rd  day  of  October,  1837,  the  Ship  Seringapatam  arrived  here,  having  had 
many  cases  of  Yellow  Fever  on  board.  Believing  that,  at  that  cool  season  of 
the  year,  there  could  be  little  apprehension  of  its  spreading,  the  Authorities 
concurred  in  opinion  that  after  a  thor;)Ugh  fumigation  the  ship  may  have  pra- 
tique. Contrary  to  expectation,  however,  the  Fever  broke  out  shortly  after, 
and  raged  with  great  severity  at  Ireland  Island.  One  case  only  I  saw  in  Ham- 
ilton and  that  was  the  Jailor,  (Brock)  who  was  taken  ill  on  2nd  November, 
and  died  on  9th.  Further  evidence  that  this  malignant  Fever  has  prevailed 
here  shortly  subsequent  to  the  visits  of  infected  vessels,  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Records  of  the  Naval  Hospital. 

Perhaps  Your  Excellency  may  recollect  that  on  reporting  two  infected 
Vessels  last  winter,  I  expressed  my  apprehensions  that  we  should  not  escape 
with  impunity,  were  the  same  to  occur  during  the  Summer  months.  I  am 
well  aware  that  Fever  was  prevailing  here  during  the  Spring,  but  I  believe  of 
a  very  distinct  type  from  the  present.  Several  cases  came  under  my  care, 
and  they  lasted  from  20  to  30  days,  whereas  I  believe  that  few  of  the  present 
Fever  have  exceeded  seven  days. 

Further,  I  think  the  structure  of  oiir  Island  ill-calculated  for  the  produc- 
tion of  Malaria,  It  has  been  aptly  compared  to  a  Skelaton,  and  I  really  can- 
not conceive  that  the  air  can  ever  be  sufficiently  stagnant  on  its  attenuated 
surface,  over  which  the  gales  are  constantly  blowing,  to  become  of  that  char- 
acter. So  far  from  this  scourge  being  of  native  origin,  it  appears  to  have  be- 
come so  modified  by  the  salutary  influence  of  this  climate,  that  it  can  no  long- 
er be  recognized  as  a  definite  disease — even  the  term  of  "  Modified  Yellow 
Fever"  giving  an  imperfect  idea  of  its  infinite  varieties. 

Description  and  Symptoms. — An  attack  of  this  Disease  is  generally 
ushered  in  by  head-ache  of  a  most  excruciating  character,  pains  extend- 
ing down  the  back  and  limbs,  and  sometimes  followed  with  rigors.  The 
usual  concomitants  of  common  fever  then  ensue,  heat  of  Skin,  throbbing  pulse, 
thirst,  restlessness,  sleepless  nights  and  delirium.  The  Patient  is  often  sup- 
posed to  slumber  quietly,  when  by  a  careful  observation  he  will  be  found  to 
be  lying  in  a  peculiar  semi-comatose  state,  wliich  it  is  extremely  diflicult  to 
distinguish  from  sleep.  On  rousing  him,  he  is  sensible  but  not  refreshed,  and 
soon  relapses  into  this  torpid  condition.  The  most  characteristic  symptoms 
of  the  prevailing  epidemic,  are,  however,  excessive  emesis  and  tendency  to 
Haemorrhage.  The  Nausea  prevails  in  many  cases  throughout,  and  the  Stom- 
ach at  length  becomes  eo  irritable  that  it  will  retain  nothing,  and  sometimes 
in  the  latter  stage  terminating  in  Black  Vomit.  The  Haemorrhage  generally 
occurs  from  the  Nose,  Gums,  Fauces,  or  Stomach,  and,  in  the  West  Indies, 
Patients  have  been  often  known  to  bleed  to  death  from  a  Blistered  surface. 
In  a  few  cases  only,  have  I  observed  any  discoloration  of  the  Skin  during  life, 
but  immediately  after  death,  the  bodies  have  often  assumed  a  very  yellow 
hue.    The  question  naturally  arises,  what  is  the  Disease  with  which  this 
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uomnuinity  has  been  afilicted  ?  In  my  opinion,  it  was  originally  yellow  Fever, 
but,  it  has  now  become  so  modified  by  Climate,  &,c.,  that  it  can  no  longer 
aoine  under  that  definition. 

Treatment. — It  would  be  extremely  difficult  to  give  any  definite  mode 
of  treatment  of  a  disease,  which,  as  in  tlie  present  instance,  varies  from  the 
mildest  form  of  "  Sinnple  autumnal  fever"  to  a  malignant  type  of  Yellow  Fe- 
ver. I  shall  therefore  merely  refer  to  two  points,  on  which  the  opinions  of 
Pnictitioners  have  differed  much,  viz.,  venesection  and  the  administration  of 
Spirits  of  Turpentine. 

When  the  synnptoms  are  urgent  at  the  onset  of  the  disease  and  the  Pa- 
tient plethoric,  I  feel  certain  that  we  have  no  such  powerful  remedial  Agent 
as  the  Lancet.  Doubtless  a  vast  proportion  of  this  Community  do  not  come 
under  this  class,  and  in  these  cases  a  warm  Bath  is  a  valuable  substitute  for 
Bleeding.  I  have  not  bad  it  in  my  power  to  test  the  virtue  of  Turpentine  to 
any  great  extent ;  but  its  powerful  agency  in  relieving  vomiting,  as  well  as 
its  general  beneficial  tendency,  have  been  so  circumstantially  detailed  to  me, 
that  I  cannot  doubt  its  efficacy.  The  theory  of  its  "  Modus  Operandi"  is  too, 
a  probable  one — it  being  supposed  to  exercise  its  great  styptic  properties  in 
tiuppressing  haemorrhage  in  the  Stomach,  and  thereby  preventing  or  checking 
Black  Vomit.  I  may  add  that  in  the  few  cases  in  which  I  thought  myself 
authorized  to  use  it,  theee  expectations  were  fully  answered.  In  the  milder 
cases  the  treatment  consists,  as  in  common  fever,  in  the  administration  of 
Mercurials  and  Antimonials  accompanied  by  ofien  repeated  enemata. 

General  Observations. — This  Fever  falling  upon  a  stranger  from  a 
Northern  climate  almost  always  assumes  a  more  severe  form.  Not  only  are 
the  symptoms  more  alarming,  but  the  disease  becomes  peculiarly  treacherous 
in  its  progress.  In  some  cases,  I  have  seen  the  febrile  symptoms  subside  and 
the  patients  promise  a  speedy  convalescence,  when  suddenly  vomiting  and 
hiccup  pupervene,  inducing  extreme  exhaustion,  and  ultimately  death.  The  lo- 
cality ""rom  which  the  disease  is  contracted,  seems  often  to  determine  its  char- 
acter. For  instance,  I  have  repeatedly  observed  that  persons  taking  the  Fever 
at  a  place  where  it  has  been  prevailing  severely,  will  suffer  accordingly  though 
removed  to  a  distance,  while  others  of  the  same  family,  not  having  visited 
this  infected  spot,  will  have  the  disease  in  a  much  milder  form — In  a  for- 
mer part  of  this  Letter  I  have  referred  to  the  Black  Vomit  as  being  constitut- 
ed of  Blood.  The  following  case  seems  to  prove  this  point,  and  was  related 
from  undoubted  authority  : — A  man  was  seized  with  Yellow  Fever  and  in  its 
early  stage  died  suddenly  from  an  accidental  cause.  A  Post-Mortem  exam- 
ination was  immediately  made,  when  the  stomach  was  found  gorged  with 
blood — part  of  which  only  had  undergone  the  changes  from  the  Gastric  fluids, 
which  had  converted  it  into  a  matter  apparently  identical  with  Black  Vomit 

Impressed  with  the  utihty  of  the  Inquiry  your  Excellency  has  been  pleas- 
ed to  institute,  I  only  regret  that  my  own  contribution  is  so  scanty  and  im- 
perfect.

The  Fever  prevailing  in  the  Bermudas  durlngr  the 

Summer  of  1343. 

The  Fever  lately  prevailing  in  the  Bernauda  Islands,  and  to  which  so 
many  have  fallen  victitna,  deserves  in  my  opinion  the  name  of  Febris  ic- 
terodes  or  Yellow  Fever. — I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  all  the  Cases  which  have 
come  under  my  observation  have  been  attended  with  the  symptoms  peculiar 
to  Yellow  Fever.  In  most  cases  the  disease  yielded  to  treatment  and  the 
patient  got  better  ere  the  frightful  symptoms  had  time  to  supervene but  I 
do  mean  to  say,  that  all  the  cases  which  were  not  arrested,  and  which  ter- 
mmated  fatally,  exhibited  the  characteristic  features  of  this  scourge  ;  I  allude 
to  the  highly  jaundiced  state  of  the  Eyes  and  of  the  Skin  ;  the  discharge  of 
black  grumous  (Joffee-ground  looking  matter  from  the  Stomach,  and  which 
was  eometirnes  also  passed  by  stool,  Commonly  called  Black  Vomit,  Delirium, 
suppression  of  Urine,  and  in  many  cases  Singultus  or  Hiccup.  Recovery 
sometimes  took  place,  when  these  malignant  Symptoms  were  present,  bul  cas- 
es  terminating  favourably  under  such  circumstances  were  rare. 

Whether  has  the  Disease  beek  Introduced  into  these  Islands, 
from  without  or  are  we  to  consider  it  as  indigenous  ? 

An  extensive  field  is  here  open  to  speculative  enquiry,  and  much  may 
be  said  on  the  subject,  but  my  mind  is  fully  made  up  that  the  Disease  is  not 
indigenous,  but  has  been  brought  to  the  Bermudas.  To  substantiate  this 
opinion,  I  would  observe,  that  we  see  perhaps  every  )-ear  two  kinds  or  species 
of  Fever  in  these  Islands.  The  Febris  conti  nua  mitis,  a  mild  continued  fever, 
and  the  Typhus  fever,  which  some  say  is  never  out  of  Bermuda ;  but  we  do 
not  see  the  Yellow  Fever,  the  Symptorrs  of  which  are  very  diifcrent  from  those 
of  the  above  mentioned  Fevers,  and  the  termination  of  which  is  so  often 
fatal. 

The  Epidemic  lately  prevailing  has  not  visited  these  Shores  since  1818 
and  1819.  To  the  Steamers  which  now  so  frequently  touch  at  Bermuda  we 
are  perhaps  to  look  for  the  introduction  of  this  Fever  into  the  Bermudas. 

The  Disease  made  its  appearance  here  last  Summer  at  St.  Georges  in  hot 
8ultry  weather,  succeeding  heavy  rains.  The  Town  of  St.  Georges  is  confin- 
ed, close  and  hot.  Introduced  under  such  circumstances  the  poison  became 
highly  concentrated  and  virulent,  influenced  no  doubt  by  Atmospheric  Agency, 
there  having  been  during  the  last  Summer,  very  little  Thunder  and  Lightning. 

The  Fever  attacked  in  a  short  time  a  great  number  of  the  Troops,  most 
of  them  being  carried  off  by  it;  it  spread  also  among  the  Inhabitants,  but  was 
not  80  fatal  as  it  has  been  among  the  Troops.  Having  raged  for  some  weeks 
at  St.  Georges,  it  made  its  appearance  at  Ireland  Island,  afterwards  in  Pem- 
broke and  the  other  Parishes.  In  short  the  Disease  has  visited  every  part  of 
the  Bermudas,  but  has  been  more  fatal  in  some,  than  in  other  parts  of  tlie  Is- 
lands. 

Is  THE  Disease  Infectious  oris  it  not?— This  is  a  question  about  which 
much  diflfcrencc  of  opinion  exists  among  iVIedical  Praciitioners  and  Writers. 
As  I  am  invited  to  give  my  own  opinion  on  the  subject,  I  have  no  heeitatioa 
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in  asserting  that  I  cons'der  the  lale  Epidemic  to  be  hijrhly  infectious,  and  this 
I  think  can  be  proved  by  a  consideration  of  the  following  facta  and  circum- 
stances : — 

In  the  Military  Hospital  at  Hamilton  (of  which  I  had  the  Medical  charge) 
cases  came  in  from  the  Barracks  daily.  Three  Hospital  Serjeants  were  at- 
tacked, one  after  the  other,  and  recovered.  All  the  Orderlies,  but  one,  shared 
the  same  fate;  the  attack  terminated  favorably. 

Patients  in  the  Hospital,  labouring  under  other  Diseases,  were  attacked 
with  the  prevailing  Fever,  and  at  length  I  waa  obliged  myself  to  yield  to  the 
enemy.  After  the  Troops  had  been  most  judiciously  removed  into  the  Coun- 
try and  to  the  smaller  Islands,  the  cases  of  Fever  were  few  and  far  between, 
owing  no  doubt  to  their  having  been  taken  from  the  Barracks,  the  focus  of 
infection. 

After  the  Barracks  had  been  cleared  of  the  Troops  and  had  been  for 
weeks  well  ventilated  and  fumigated,  the  men  who  were  sent  to  w-hite-wash 
them,  belonging  to  the  Royal  Sappers  and  Miners,  were  all,  or  mo'st  of  tiiem, 
attacked  with  Fever.  At  Government  House  two  or  three  persons  only  es- 
caped the  Ftver.  We  had,  if  my  memory  serves  me  right,  sixteen  or  Seven- 
teen cases  at  Mount  Langton.  At  the  Telegraph  Post  at  Mount  Langton, 
where  there  is  a  Detachment  of  the  XX th  Regiment,  a  very  short  distance 
from  the  Government  Residence,  almost  every  man  was  attacked  with  Fever  ; 
at  one  time  we  had  not  men  enough  to  attend  to  the  duties  required  of  thoae 
stationed  at  the  Post. 

The  Influence  exerted  by  the  Prevailing  Epidemic  on  Europeans  - 
AND  North  Americans,  compared  with  Natives  of  Bermuda  of  differ- 
ent Races. — Europeans  and  North  Americans  appeared  to  be  much  more 
susceptible  of  the  Prevailing  Epidemic  than  the  Natives  of  Bermuda,  and  the 
greatest  number  of  cases  terminating  fatally  will  be  found  to  have  been  among 
Europeans,  particularly  the  Soldiers  stationed  at  diflFerent  parts  of  the  Islands. 
This  is  perhaps  not  difficult  to  account  for.  The  habits  and  mode  of  living 
of  the  European  are  widely  different  from  those  of  the  Native  j  this  is  particu- 
larly exemphfied  in  the  Soldiers. 

The  fibre  of  the  European  may  be  said  to  be  more  firm,  rigid  and  un- 
yielding, than  that  of  the  Bermudian,  requiring  a  prompt  and  bolder  method 
of  treatment.  Generally  ppeaking  the  Disease  was  much  milder  among  the 
Coloured  Population,  and  the  number  of  deaths  in  consequence  limited. 

The  Number  of  Deaths  compared  with  those  Attacked. — From 
the  23rd  of  August  to  the  20th  of  October,  (the  day  on  which  I  was 
attacked  with  Fever)  I  had  belonging  to  the  Head  Quarters  of  the  XXth 
Regiment  one  hundred  and  thirty  five  cases  of  Yellow  Fever — among  these 
the  number  of  Deaths  was  Ten. 

From  the  27th  August  to  the  20th  October,  I  had  Fifty-eight  cases  of 
Yellow  Fever  in  Private  Practice.  Out  of  these  I  had  only  one  death. — 
From  the  20th  of  October  to  the  20th  of  November  I  was  confined  to  my 
House  with  Fever,  and  in  consequence  unable  to  attend  to  my  Professional 
Duties. 

,  Treatment. — Their  is  no  remedy  in  mv  opinion,  if  used  at  the  onset 
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of  the  Fever  under  consideration,  more  to  be  depended  upon  than  general 
blood-letting,  used  of  course  with  reference  to  circumstances,  such  as  age, 
habit,  temperament,  sex,  Country,  &c.,  &c.,  &c.  In  Europeans,  particu- 
larly Soldiers,  a  timely  and  free  use  of  the  Lancet  is  the  Anchor  of  Hope. 

The  acute  symptoms  of  the  Disease  are  generally  immediately  re- 
lieved by  this  simple  remedy,  particularly  the  pain  of  the  Head  and  of  the 
Eye  balls  and  the  distressing  pain  referred  to  the  Back. 

As  soon  as  this  little  operation  was  over,  the  Patient  frequently  express- 
ed himself  as  sensible  of  great  relief,  saying  "  I  feel  quite  a  different  man." 

This  remedy  must  be  used,  as  I  have  said,  according  to  circumstances. 

Blood  letting  is  not  always  admissible  in  elderly  persons.  Females,  who 
generally  have  the  fever  of  a  milder  type  than  Males,  do  not  always  require 
to  lose  Blood,  and  the  European  is  always  more  likely  to  require  Bleeding 
than  the  native  Bermudian.  Persons  of  a  weakly  frame  of  body  would  not 
of  course  benefit  by  losing  blood.  But  in  many  of  the  cases  which  appear 
to  forbid  the  use  of  bleeding  at  the  Arm,  Blood  may  with  advantage  be  drawn 
from  the  back  of  the  Neck  and  between  the  Shoulders  by  means  of  cupping. 

The  next  remedy  of  which  I  think  highly,  is  an  Emetic.  In  private  prac- 
tice I  frequently  administered  an  Emetic.  To  my  Military  Patients  I  invaria- 
bly did  so.  This  remedy  evacuated  the  Stomach  of  a  quantity  of  undigested 
food  and  bilious  matter,  sometimes  produced  a  general  and  copious  perspira- 
tion, and,  if  given  immediately  after  bleeding,  appeared  to  me  to  keep  off  the 
Vomiting,  which  generalUy  appeared  at  a  subsequent  stage  of  the  Fever.  The 
utility  of  this  remedy  in  cases  of  Soldiers  attacked  with  Fever,  must  be  appa- 
rent, as  their  stomachs  are  frequently  gorged  with  Lemons,  Limes,  unripe 
Fruit,  Spirituous  Liquors,  and  other  offending  matters.  Soon  after  the  exhi- 
bition of  the  Emetic,  the  Bowels  should  be  well  and  freely  opened,  and  this 
must  be  attended  to  more  or  less  during  the  whole  course  of  the  Fever.  I 
generally  used  at  first  Jalap  and  Calomel  in  a  dose  proportioned  to  the  age  of 
the  Patient,  sometimes  Calomel  alone,  followed  by  infusion  of  Senna  and 
Salts,  or  Castor  Oil. 

I  was  generally  disappointed  in  the  effect  derived  from  the  use  of  the 
Warm  Bath  or  Foot  Bath.  The  latter  I  expected  would  relieve  the  pain  of  the 
head,  and  the  former  would  take  off  the  general  restlessness  of  Fever,  but  I 
did  not,  generally  speaking,  derive  much  benefit  from  the  use  of  either.  It  ia 
not  always  an  easy  matter  to  procure  a  general  Warm  Bath. 

I  derived  much  more  benefit  from  keeping  the  feet  constantly  warm,  with 
bottles  or  jugs  of  warm  water,  and  at  the  same  time  keeping 
the  head  constantly  wet  with  cold  applications.  The  best  cold  appli- 
cation is  Ice,  when  it  can  be  procured,  and  when  not  to  be  obtained,  I  used  a 
solution  of  Muriate  of  Ammonia  or  Sal  Ammoniae,  or  Vinegar  and  cold  wa- 
ter, or  Rum,  salt  and  cold  water.  In  some  cases  the  remedies  already  men- 
tioned succeed,  in  arresting  the  course  of  the  Fever,  but  this  is  not  generally 
the  case ;  the  disease  continues,  and  the  state  of  the  Patient  becomes  alarm- 
ing. 

The  ramedies  above  spoken  of  having  been  put  into  practice,  no  tima 
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should  be  lost  in  endeavouring  to  make  the  mouth  sore,  or  in  establishing 
the  specific  effect  of  Mercury.  I  generally  used  Coloniel  combined  with 
James'  Powder,  in  doses  of  3  grains  of  the  former  with  2  of  the  latter.  I 
gave  this  dose  every  three  hours  until  ten  doses  were  taken,  and  by  that  time 
the  mouth  was  generally  tendered,  the  symptoms  yielded,  and  the  patient 
was  safe.  Sometimes  it  was  necessary  to  continue  the  Calomel  and  James' 
Powder,  till  several  more  doses  were  taken.  The  object  I  had  in  view  was 
to  touch  the  mouth  speedily  and  gently,  but  not  to  produce  profuse  sahvation; 
although  this  would  sometimes  take  place,  though  not  intended.  Where  vo- 
miting prohibited  the  use  of  Antimonial  or  James'  Powder,  I  omitted  it  and 
used  Calomel  alone  till  the  gums  were  affected  and  the  Mercurial  fastor  of 
the  breath  rendered  perceptible. 

The  use  of  the  Lancet  at  the  onset  of  Yellow  Fever,  combined  with  the 
exhibition  of  Calomel  till  the  mouth  is  made  sore,  are  in  my  opinion  the  only 
remedies  from  which  safety  is  to  be  expected.  And  I  assert  it  as  a  matter  of 
fact  resting  on  the  broad  basis  of  experience,  that  in  those  Patients  who  died 
last  Summer  (under  my  care)  of  the  Fever  then  prevailing,  no  mercurial  im- 
pression could  be  made  on  the  mouth. 

Other  remedies  are  to  be  used  as  occasion  may  require,  particular  symp- 
toms calling  for  the  use  of  particular  remedies — such  as  Blister  applied  to  the 
back  of  Neck,  and  between  the  shoulders  for  Headache ;  to  the  Epigastric  re- 
gion for  checking  Vomiting  ;  Mustard  Plaisters  applied  with  the  same  view, 
as  also  the  internal  exhibition  of  Turpentine,  Kreasote,  and  the  mineral  Acids, 
especially  the  Nitric  Muriatic  Acid,  or  Aqua  Regia. 

Stimulants  are  to  be  given  in  the  stage  of  Collapse,  when  the  Patient  is 
low,  cold  and  pulseless ;  the  best  are  Champagne,  Brandy,  Camphor  and  Car- 
bonate of  Ammonia.  The  temperature  of  the  surface  must  be  kept  up,  by 
warmth  applied,  as  warm  Flannels,  hot  Sand  Bags,  and  by  constant  friction. 
The  strength  is  to  be  supported  by  Vegetable  and  Animal  decoctions,  such  as 
Arrow-Root,  Sago,  Chicken  Broth,  and  Beef  Tea. 

The  fever  having  been  subdued,  I  generally  put  my.  Patients  on  a 
Decoction  of  Bark  with  Sulphuric  Acid,  or  gave  them  Quinine,  which  I  con- 
tinued for  some  time. 

'To  prevent  relapses  I  was  careful  in  attending  to  the  state  of  the  Bowels, 
keeping  them  gently  open  by  means  of  mild  aperients,  or  by  Injections,  and 
cautioned  the  Patients  not  to  indulge  their  appetite  which  was  generally 
voracious.

Some  Observations  on  Epidemics,  and  the  Fever  which  frevaileb  m 
THESE  Islands  during  the  Summer  and  Autumn  of  1843. 

Epidemics  are  such  diseases  as  occasionally  prevail  more  or  less  gene- 
rally in  a  community,  at  the  same  time  or  season,  and  depend  upon  a  common 
cause.  They  recur  at  uncertain  periods,  and  continue  to  prevail  for  a  time, 
varying  from  two,  three,  or  four  months,  to  as  many  years,  or  even  longer. 
When  they  are  universal,  they  are  called  Pandemic,  and  when  their  mortality 
is  general,  they  are  denominated  Pestilential. 

In  some  instances  the  influences  whence  Epidemics  proceed  can  be 
easily  traced,  while  in  others  they  cannot  be  inferred  with  any  degree  of  cer- 
tainty ;  the  elements  of  their  causation  being  so  obscure,  as  altogether  to 
baflie  the  closest  investigation.  For  this  reason,  whenever  an  Epidemic 
appears  in  a  Country,  Medical  men  as  well  as  other  members  of  the  commu- 
nity are  frequently  at  a  loss  to  account  for  its  origin,  and  the  great  interest 
of  the  subject  in  Medical,  Commercial,  and  Political  points  of  view,  gives 
occasion  to  much  and  varied  discussion  among  all  classes.  Hence  it  happens 
that  in  almost  all  countries  apart  from  the  West  Indies,  the  public  are  divided 
with  regard  to  its  origin ;  one  party  favouring  the  doctrine  of  importation  and 
infection,  the  other  as  stoutly  contending  for  its  local  origin.  In  the  year 
1793,  when  the  yellow  fever  prevailed  in  Philadelphia,  the  celebrated  Dr. 
Rush  was  much  persecuted  by  the  authorities,  for  attempting  to  prove  that  it 
was  generated  in  the  place,  and  had  not  a  foreign  origin. 

In  the  Years  1804,  1810,  1813,  1814,  and  1828,  the  Town  and  Garrison 
of  Gibraltar  were  visited  by  the  Yellow  Fever.  In  the  last  mentioned  year,  it 
was  more  wide  spread  in  its  course,  and  more  fatal  in  its  results,  both  to  the 
Troops  and  to  the  Inhabitants.  In  this  year  too,  a  Board  of  Commissioners 
was,  by  the  Home  Government,  appointed  to  enquire  into  its  origin  and  report 
upon  the  same.  The  Superintendent  General  of  Quarantine,  Sir  Wm.  Pym, 
and  other  distinguished  men  of  that  Committee,  were  of  opinion,  that  the  dis- 
ease was  not  of  local  origin,  but  that  it  had  been  imported  in  a  particular  Ship 
which  sailed  from  the  Havanna  on  the  12th  May,  and  arrived  at  Gibraltar  on 
the  28th  June,  1828.  Dr.  Hennen  and  a  host  of  others  were  equally  decided 
in  their  opinion,  that  it  originated  at  Gibraltar.  Colonel  Chapman,  at  that 
time  Civil  Secretary,  formed  one  of  the  Members  of  the  Committee.  He  gave 
his  opinion  as  follows 

"  Judging  from  the  evidence  produced  before  the  Board,  the  manner  in 
which  it  has  been  given,  together  with  the  description  of  Persons  who  have 
been  brought  forward  as  witnesses,  I  am  decidedly  of  opinion  that  the  late 
Epidemic  was  of  local  origin.  As  to  the  importation  of  the  late  Epidemic,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  the  attempt  to  prove  the  introduction  of  the  disease,  after  ma- 
ny months  of  fruitless  enquu-y  by  those  who  wished  to  prove  it,  has  totally 
failed." 

The  late  Epidemic  which  has  overrun  the  Bermudas  has  been,  in  many 
respects,  one  of  a  peculiar  kind.  Alike  common  to  the  European  and  the 
Native  in  its  attack,  it  has  proved  mortally  severe  to  the  former,  while  the  lat- 
ter, with  one  or  two  exceptions,  have  escaped  comparatively  harmless.  As 
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might  bo  expected,  the  Public  were  divided  respecting  its  origin — a  few  as- 
cribing the  disease  to  a  local ;  while  a  large  majority  referred  it  to  a  foreign 
source.  These  latter  contend,  and  apparently  with  some  reason,  that  when- 
ever these  Islands  are  visited  by  an  Epidemic  it  has  an  origin  independent  of 
any  other  local  cause  or  of  any  peculiar  state  of  the  Atmosphere.  It  must  be 
admitted  that  we  possess  no  evidence  to  show  that  any  vicissitude  or  high 
state  of  the  Atmosphere,  or  any  agency  of  Miasma  from  our  soil,  could  "of 
themselves  possibly  give  rise  to  the  great  pestilence.  Were  this  the  case,  we 
should  unquestionably  have  these  Epidemics  more  frequently.  Not  since  the 
Summers  of  1818  and  '19,  have  these  Islands  been  subjected  to  such  a  scourge — 
and  yet  we  have  had  Summers  equally  warm,  and  conditions  of  the  Atmosphere 
seemingly  as  favorable  for  its  development.  Some  writers  on  the  subject  of 
Epidemics,  ascribe  an  universal  prevalence  or  appearance  of  these  diseases  to 
some  "Electric  State"  of  the  Atmosphere,  but  there  is  no  evidence  that  this 
Agent  can  alone  produce  the  morbid  effects  ascribed  to  it. 

Every  candid  enquirer  into  the  nature  of  the  late  Epidemic  fever,  will  allow 
that  infection  was  one  of  the  chief  agents  in  its  propagation,  but  an  Epidemic 
disease  could  scarcely  diffuse  itself  through  a  community  without  other  pow- 
erful co-operating  causes  for  its  production.  Neither  infection,  nor  Marsh 
Miasma,  nor  exhalations  from  dead  animal  matter,  nor  intemperature  of 
seasons,  nor  any  physical  or  moral  vicissitude,  would  be  sufficient,  singly, 
to  account  for  the  late  Epidemic,  but  there  must  have  been  an  association  of 
some  of  these  elements  acting  as  exciting  or  predisposing  causes,  in  various 
degrees  of  severity,  to  generate  and  diffuse  it.  Let  us  suppose  a  vessel  to 
arrive  here  from  the  West  Indies  with  a  case  of  fever  on  board,  or  one  or  two 
persons  land  fi'om  her  with  the  germs  of  infection  contracted  in  the  West 
Indies.  Let  us  suppose  these  persons  are  carried  to  a  crowded  and  ill-venti- 
lated part  of  the  Town,  where  the  physical  conditions,  aerial  and  terrestrial,  are 
favorable  for  its  developement — the  disease,  which  until  now  was  lying  dor- 
mant, bursts  forth — the  infection  assumes  activity — and  disseminates  itself 
gradually  at  first,  but  with  rapidly  increasing  celerity  as  its  victims  accumulate. 
It  confines  itself  perhaps  for  some  time  to  one  locality,  and  becomes  Endtmic 
— by  and  by  it  extends  its  ravages  far  and  wide,  defeating  the  nicest  observer 
to  track  its  course.  Even  the  bedding  or  body  clothes  which  have  imbibed 
the  effluvium,  may  readily  transmit  infectious  diseases  to  very  distant  parts. 
To  illustrate  the  powerful  effects  of  this  I  will  just  give  what  has  been  rela- 
ted by  a  distinguished  Physician  in  London  with  regard  to  the  Asiatic  Cholera. 
"  I  was  called"  he  says  '  to  a  Patient  violently  attacked  by  Pestilential  Cholera, 
at  a  considerable  distance  from  my  house — I  took  occasion,  directly  after  one 
of  my  visits  to  this  Patient,  to  call  upon  two  relatives  of  my  own,  residing 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  house  of  the  Patient — and  altho'  I  walked 
that  distance,  they  both,  upon  entering  the  room,  inquired  respecting  the  pe- 
culiarly unpleasant  odour  I  had  brought  in  my  clothes.  I  professed  perfect  ig- 
norance of  its  existence  and  of  any  cause  for  it.  They  had  no  idea,  nor  do 
they  even  now  know,  that  I  had  been  visiting  a  person  in  Cholera.  They 
were  both  seized  with  this  disease  on  the  following  day,  but  recovered. — No 
one  else  in  the  house  was  affected  by  it;  and  no  other  cases  occurred  in  the 
vicinity,  or  within  a  mile  of  them  in  every  direction,  for  long  afterwards." 

The  first  case  of  the  late  fever  which  came  under  my  care,  v/as  that  of  a 
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colored  Woman  —  three  days  before  she  luul  been  at  Ireland,  which  place 
she  had  been  in  the  habit  of  visiting  in  the  way  of  traffic.  This  woman 
had  the  disease  more  severely  than  any  of  the  colored  population  treated  by 
me.  Several  other  persons  who  went  to  Ireland  during-  the  height  of  the  dis- 
ease, were  attacked  by  it— while  on  the  other  hand,  many,  both  white  and 
colored,  escaped.  As  far  as  my  observation  could  extend,  it  appeared  that 
those  \vho  were  most  exposed  were  most  affected— while  I  must  admit  that 
the  disease  appeared  in  a  number  of  persons  nearly  about  the  same  time, 
between  whom  no  communication  had  taken  place,  in  these  who  were  se- 
cluded, and  those  who  mixed  with  the  rest  of  their  species.  Hence  I  con- 
chide,  that  the  Disease  would  have  appeared  in  this  part  of  the  Country,  had 
all  communication  with  infected  places  been  prohibited. 

But  that  infection  was  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  its  propagation — the 
evidence,  I  think,  is  too  strong  to  be  resisted.  I  could  cite  many  examples  to 
warrant  this  belief,  but  I  shall  give  one  only  as  furnishing  a  very  striking  in- 
stance of  its  infectious  character.  In  my  neighborhood,  reside  a  Family  consist- 
ing of  six  Ladies,  who,  being  persuaded  of  the  infectious  nature  of  the  disease, 
were  studiously  careful  to  avoid  it.  In  a  short  time,  however,  a  colored  boy, 
who  lived  in  the  house,  was  seized  with  the  Fever,  and  being  a  sort  of  pet 
with  his  Mistresses,  received  every  attention  at  their  hands.  The  boy  was 
scarcely  convalescent,  when  three  of  the  Ladies,  and  two  of  these  his  chief 
nurses,  were  simultaneously  taken  with  the  Fever.  It  turned  out  upon  en- 
quiry, that  the  boy,  unknown  to  the  Family,  had  been  in  the  daily  habit  of 
going  to  the  next  house  at  an  early  hour  in  the  morning,  to  visit  a  playmate 
of  his,  who  was  ill  of  the  Disease,  and  where  no  doubt  he  himself  contracted 
the  same.  About  90  cases  of  this  Fever  came  under  my  care.  Nearly  one- 
half  of  these  were  Colored — a  fiict  worthy  of  remark,  as  this  portion  of  our 
population  has  been  hitherto  thought  to  be  nearly  exempt  from  pestilential 
Fevers.  Out  of  the  whole  number  of  cases,  two  white  persons  died — one  a 
Lady,  native  of  the  United  States;  the  other  a  youth  of  19.  The  Epidemic 
appeared  to  be  a  bilious  remittent,  presenting  in  a  few  instances  a  highly 
inflammatory  character.  In  none  of  the  cases  which  fell  under  my  observa- 
tion, was  any  yellow  appearance  of  the  skin  observed,  even  in  the  fatal  cases — 
nor  did  the  Black  Vomit  occur.  The  treatment  consisted  chiefly  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  purgatives  and  diaphoretics — Calomel  was  given  sparingly — 
Emetics  were  administered  when  the  Patieat  was  seen  at  the  onset  of  the 
complaint,  and  always  with  good  effect — Bleeding  was  rarely  necessary,  and 
in  many  instances  hurtful — the  Warm  Bath  seemed  to  be  of  little  use,  parti- 
cularly before  the  operation  of  IVIedicines.  The  great  necessity  of  keeping 
up  a  constant  action  on  the  bowels  by  every  possible  means  throughout  the 
disease,  was  so  obvious,  that  I  am  inclined  to  attribute  many  fatal  results  to 
the  neglect  of  this  most  important  branch  of  treatment. 

In  the  remarks  which  I  have  made  in  the  preceding  pages  regarding  tha 
infectious  nature  of  the  late  Epidemic,  enough  has  been  written  to  show  that, 
if  this  Disease  was  not  of  foreign  origin.  Epidemics  of  various  kinds,  such  as 
Choi  era,  Small-Po.v,  Yellow  Fever,  and  many  other  maladies,  may,  in  these 
days  of  rapid  conveyance,  be  easily  transported  from  one  country  to  another.

Sir, 

In  reply  to  your  Circular  of  the  10th  of  October  last,  directing  my  atten- 
tion, by  desire  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  to  the  Epidemic  Fever  then 
unhappily  afflicting  the  Bermudas,  I  have  the  honor  to  state,  that  I  believe 
the  generally  received  opinion  to  be,  with  regard  to  this  Epidemic,  that  it 
was  introduced  by  infection  from  abroad,  owing  no  doubt  to  its  similarity 
to  that  of  the  Epidemic  of  1819,  which  was  then  generally  supposed  to  have 
been  brought  to  the  Colony  in  the  British  Ship  «  Tartar,"  which  Vessel  arri- 
ved here  from  Port  ftlaria,  Jamaica,  on  the  5th  July,  1819;  on  which  day,  a 
passenger  on  board  of  that  Ship,  by  the  name  of  James  Leslie,  died,  as  was 
said,  of  a  Pulmonary  Disease,  but  which  was  afterwards  thought  to  be  Yel- 
low Fever.  Nothing  however  was  mentioned  of  this  until  after  the  death  of 
a  Mrs.  Duerden,  on  the  7th,  and  of  a  Mr.  Charles  Worley,  (both  Europeans)  on 
the  14th  August.  Soon  after,  the  Epidemic  spread  very  rapidly,  aggravated, 
there  was  reason  to  suppose,  by  the  many  Vessels  then  in  the  harbour  of  St. 
George,  and  from  the  crowded  state  of  the  Wharves  with  Lumber  of  every 
description. 

The  number  of  Deaths  in  St.  Georges,  as  published  in^October,  1819, 
was  as  follows,  viz : —

The  number  of  Deaths  of  Native  Inhabitants  of  St.  George,  as  stated  in 
the  Newspapers,  did  not  exceed  10,  nor  have  as  many  natives  died  by  the 
late  Epidemic  as  this  number.  Of  the  colored  population,  there  was  not,  I 
imderstand,  a  single  death  by  the  Epidemic  of  1819,  nor  by  that  of  the  pre- 
sent year.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  number  of  Artillery  and  of  Sap- 
pers and  Miners  stationed  here  in  1819,  was  far  less  than  at  present. 

The  length  of  time  that  elapsed  between  the  arrival  of  the  "  Tartar"  and 
the  first  death  by  the  Epidemic  in  the  Town,  may  perhaps  leave  a  doubt  in 
the  minds  of  many  as  to  the  Fever  being  introduced  here  through  that  chan- 
nel ;  it  may  therefore  be  proper  to  remark  that  the  intercourse  then  between 
Jamaica  and  Bermuda  was  very  frequent,  and  many  vessels  from  the  different 
ports  in  Jamaica  arrived  in  St.  Georges  Harbour  between  the  5th  of  July  and 
the  7th  of  August,  generally  in  ballast,  taken  on  board  at  a  place  called  "the 
Pallisades,"  where  all  Seamen  who  have  died  of  Yellow  Fever  on  board  of 
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Vessels  in  Kingston  Hnrbour,  are  immediately  interred.  This  Ballast  was  in 
the  year  1819  placed  on  the  Wharves  in  St.  Georges,  as  was  the  case  with 
the  Ballast  of  the  "Tartar." 

'J'he  Epidemic  was  (as  I  have  already  stated)  like  that  of  the  present  year, 
thought  to  have  been  aggravated  by  local  x-auses,  and  among  others  was  men- 
tioned that  of  an  etHuvium  arising  from  a  stagnant  Pond  in  the  "  Government 
Garden,"  in  the  vicinity  of  which  several  of  the  first  cases  of  the  Fever  ap- 
peared: this  Pond  has  long  since  been  filled  up. 

Of  the  different  modes  of  treatment  as  well  as  of  "  remarkable  cases,"  the 
Civil  Practitioners  of  M  edicine  will,  of  course,  give  far  more  correct  informa- 
tion than  I  can  possibly  afford. 

I  cannot  avoid  mentioning  a  circumstance  which  came  under  my  notice, 
and  on  which  I  have  reason  to  suppose  every  reliance  can  be  placed. — A 
Youth,  belonging  to  the  British  Brig  "Essex,"  lying  in  St,  George's  Harbour 
in  the  Month  of  June  last,  was  taken  ill  and  removed  to  a  Boarding  House  in 
the  Town  ;  this  house  was  much  frequented  by  the  Troop?,  and  Masters  of 
Vessels,  one  of  the  latter.  Commander  of  the  American  Schooner  "  United 
States,"  and  who  had  frequently  been  at  the  Havana,  Hayti,  Jamaica,  Mo- 
bile, and  other  places  where  the  Yellow  Fever  is  constantly  raging,  remarked 
on  seeing  the  Youth,  that  he  had  this  Fever,  and  that  unless  proper  precau- 
tion was  used,  it  would  soon  spread  through  the  Town.  Thi&  lad  died  on 
the  24th  June,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Georges  Church  Yard  on  that  day — a 
second  death  by  Fever  occurred  in  the  same  Boarding  House  on  the  2nd  of 
August. 

The  two  forms,  viz.,  "  An  Abstract  of  Deaths"  and  "  an  Abstract  of  the 
causes  of  Death,"  will  be  completed  and  forwarded  in  a  few  days.

In  answer  to  His  Excellency's  the  Governor's  Minute  of  the  16th  October 
last,  with  respect  to  the  Epidemic  lately  prevailing  thro'  these  Islands,  I  beg  to 
state  that  in  Smith's  Parish,  (where  I  have  been  employed  to  make  a  Statisti- 
cal Return,)  from  all  the  information  I  can  collect,  the  number  of  persons  that 
have  been  attacked  with  it  has  been  about  eighty  ;  its  effects  were  different 
upon  different  persons,  some  had  it  mildly  and  others  severely ;  one  instance 
came  under  my  knowledge  of  three  Brothers  having  it  at  the  same  time ;  the 
two  younger  ones  had  it  mildly,  while  the  elder  one  about  nine  years  of  age, 
had  It  severely,  altho'  the  method  of  treatment  with  the  three  was  the 
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same ;  in  the  first  instance  Oil  and  Calomol  were  administered  and  contin- 
ued until  the  fever  was  brolten,  and  then  kept  upon  low  diet,  gruel,  teas,  &c. 

The  number  of  persons  that  have  fallen  victims  to  it  were  five,  three 
whites  and  two  coloured.  It  appears  to  have  been  more  fatal  to  Foreigners 
than  Natives;  two  of  the  three  who  died  under  it  were  Europeans.  The 
origin  of  it  I  would  not  undertake  to  say,  there  being  so  many  different  opin- 
ions upon  it;  some  think  it  was  imported,  and  others  that  it  originated  here  ; 
but  I  think  the  instance  of  the  Troops  at  Hamilton  having  escaped  it,  after 
being  removed  from  their  Barracks  to  Country  situations,  amounts  almost  to 
a  proof  that  it  was  not  indigenous. 

I  understand  even  among  the  Civil  Practitioners  of  Medicine  there  is  a 
difference  of  opinioru 

In  regard  to  the  state  of  Smith's  Parish ;  I  feel  much  pleasure  in  having 
it  in  my  power  to  report  that  for  the  last  few  years  it  has  rapidly  increased  in 
Agriculture,  and  is  still  progressing,  and  much  more  would  be  done  by  many 
of  limited  means,  were  it  not  for  the  scarcity  and  liigh  price  of  labour. — The 
Whale  Fishing  coming  on  about  the  time  our  Arrow-root  Crops  are  taking 
up,  and  the  planting  of  Potatoes,  many  of  our  Colored  labourers  are  drawn  off 
in  consequence  of  being  employed  in  that  Establishment.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  the  Statistical  Returns  for  the  Parish 
of  Southampton  now  completed. 

In  compliance  with  His  Excellency's'commands  conveyed  through  you  in 
your  letter  of  10th  instant,  I  have  made  every  enquiry  within  the  Parish  of 
Southampton  which  I  thought  calculated  to  throw  any  light  upon  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  prevailing  Epidemic,  or  exhibit  the  different  degrees  of  severity 
with  which  it  has  attacked  Natives,  both  whites  and  coloured,  as  well  as  Eu- 
ropeans and  Americans  born  in  more  Northern  Climates.  On  these  points,  I 
have  been  unable  to  procure  any  satisfactory  information,^  as'up  to  this  pre- 
sent time  only  two  cases  of  Epidemic  fever  have  occurred  within  the  Parish, 
these  were  natives,  coloured  persons,  in  almost  daily  communication  with  Her 
JMajesty's  Dock  Yard. 

The  Disease,  in  these  instances,  exhibited  itself  in  a  very  mild  form.

My  opportunity  of  observing  on  the  character  of  the  Epidemic  which 
has  recently  visited  these  Islands,  has  been  very  limited,  being  only  among 
the  members  of  my  own  Family,  »nd  those  in  my  immediate  neighborhood, 
who  were  attacked  with  it. 

So  far  as  I  could  judge  of  the  cases  I  saw,  they  were  mild,  and  soon 
yielded  to  Medicine. 

I  am  not  aware  that  there  has  been  any  death  in  this  Parish  from  it. 

I  have  reason  to  think  the  modes  of  treatment  differed,  but  have  no 
means  of  judging  which  has  been  the  most  successful.  As  far  as  my  obser- 
vation has  gone,  the  Natives  have  suffered  very  little,  there  being  few  deaths 
among  them ;  but  it  has  been  very  fatal  to  Europeans.  I  am  not  among 
those  who  think  it  indigenous,  and  from  the  best  information  I  can  collect  on 
the  subject,  believe  there  can  be  little  doubt  of  its  having  been  brought  here 
by  one  of  the  R.M.C.  Steamers,  about  the  month  of  May  last,  and  that  it  first 
made  its  appearance  in  St.  George's  and  the  Naval  Yard.

May  it  please  Your  Excellency, 

In  reply  to  Your  Excellency's  commands,  contained  in  a  Circular  dated 
the  16th  October,  1843,  and  to  me  directed,  I  can  only  say  (after  a 
long  deliberation)  that  although  I  have  given  the  subject  all  the 
consideration  coming  within  my  recollection,  I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain 
satisfactorily  any  point  which  the  questions  therein  embraced  lead  to,  and  it 
appears  to  me  that  the  late  Practitioners  of  Physic,  and  the  old  Inhabitants  9f 
the  Islands  differ  very  much  in  their  opinion  as  to  the  manner  or  cause,  of 
the  introduction  of  the  late  fatal  Epidemic,  or  whether  it  was  introduced 
at  all. 

I  must,  however,  with  due  submission  to  those  of  better  judgment  say, 
that  the  disease  originated  in  this  climate,  from  the  impure  state  of  the  At- 
mospheric Air,  being  impregnated  with  vapours  of  foul  matter,  drawn  out  of 
the  exhalation  during  the  long  continuance  of  the  dry,  calm,  and  hot  weather 
in  July,  August,  and  September.  That  the  poor  unfortunate  sufferers,  I 
think,  were  predisposed  to  imbibe  these  poisonous  or  noxious  impurities,  and 
thereby  readily  took  the  disease.  As  to  whether  it  is  contagious  or  not,  I 
have  been  led  to  think  to  the  contrary,  for  this  reason ;  I  have  known,  as  far 
back  as  forty  years  ago,  that  many  persons  have  been  landed  here  from  pass, 
ing  vessels,  in  a  horrid  state  of  Colony  fever,  from  the  West  Indies  and  other 
places,  and  carried  to  their  respective  homes,  nursed  by  their  families,  their 
friendsjand  their  servants — some  have  lived,  and  others  have  lingered  and 
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died,  and  it  was  never  known  in  any  instance  that  the  disease  was  ever  com- 
municated to  any  other  person. 

I  have  to  apologize  to  Your  Excellency  for  the  long  (tho'  unavoidable) 
delay  in  making  up  my  Return,  and  have,

Sir, — have  not  been  able  to  make  any  particular  or  extensive  enquiry 
into  the  origin  and  nature  of  the  Epidemic  now  affecting  the  Bermudas,  as 
requested  by  Your  Excellency,  in  your  note  received  through  the  hands  of 
the  Principal  Secretary ;  but  hoping  that  my  own  views  and  impressions  on 
the  subject  may  be  deemed  worthy  of  a  place  in  Your  Excellency's  Public 
Record,  I  herein  beg  leave  to  humbly  submit  them  to  Your  Excellency's  con- 
Bideration  as  follows. — 

In  the  case  of  any  Epidemic,  it  is  certainly  well  to  look  minutely  into  phy- 
sical causes,  that  we  may  be  the  more  enabled  to  place  ourselves  in  the  most 
likely  position  to  defend  ourselves  and  others  against  its  dangerous  conse- 
quences :  but,  of  those  causes,  and  other  points  of  enquiry  connected  with 
the  subject,  Medical  Men,' and  men  in  other  departments  of  life  are  most  com- 
petent  to  judge. 

Apart,  however,  from  the  direct  appointment  of  Heaven,  it  appears  to  me 
that  the  origin  of  the  evil  in  question  lies  chiefly  in  importation ;  it  is  brought 
here  by  Vessels  which  trade  between  this  and  other  places ;  and  although  there 
may  be  no  very  serious  cases  on  board,  or  even  no  cases  at  all,  still  the  infec- 
tion may  be  shut  up  in  some  latent  corner,  and  find  an'egress  only  by  the  re- 
moval of  Trunks  and  other  articles  from  the  Vessel  into  the  open  air.  In  this 
way,  the  Atmosphere  gets  impregnated  less  or  more  with  the  infection,  ere  it 
begins  to  operate  upon  the  human  constitution,  and  he  who  is  most  exposed, 
or  whose  constitution  is  most  susceptible  of  disease,  catches  first  the  contagion, 
and  thus,  in  proportion  as  the  Atmosphere  becomes  more  infected,  does  the 
disease  spread.  Of  the  truth  of  this,  I  am  more  convinced  from  a  conversa- 
tion which  I  lately  had  with  an  individual  seemingly  well  informed  upon  the 
subject.  His  occupation  led  him  to  visit  different  Countries,  and  he  has  pro- 
fited both  by  his  observations  and  experience, — frequently  he  has  been  in  the 
midst  of  Fevers,  and  personally  aflSicted  himself,  and  he  now  says  he  can  smell 
the  Yellow  Fever  before  it  actually  breaks  out.  This  to  most  people  is  incre-r 
dible  until  the  event  justifies  the  prediction. 
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Whatever  scepticism  may  prevail  on  tliis  point,  is  more  than  I  can  tell ; 
but  certainly  it  is  of  some  importance  to  notice  it,  in  order  especially  that  Health 
Officers  and  others  may  be  upon  their  guard,  and  see  that  the  laws  respecting 
Quarantine  be  rigidly  enforced  and  just  as  rigidly  obeyed.  It  is  of  no  mo- 
ment to  tell  us  that  the  fever,  or  the  malady  which  prevails  here,  is  not  the 
same  as  prevailed  in  the  Island  or  Country  the  Ship  left — it  may  not  look 
in  every  re&pect  like  the  same,  and  yet  it  may  be  the  same.  May  not  a  change 
of  Climate  alter  the  complexion  of  a  disease,  just  as  much  as  the  complexion 
of  the  same  disease  is  altered  by  the  constitution  of  different  persons,  in  one 
and  the  same  climate  ?  This  is  well  known  by  Physicians,  and  is  never 
overlooked  in  their  treatment  of  different  patients  under  the  same  malady. 

Much,  too,  will  depend  upon  a  person's  mode  of  living,  previous  to  his 
being  attacked  by  disease  of  any  Idnd,  and  not  a  little  upon  the  immediate  or 
retarded  treatment  which  he  receives.  Physicians  in  most  cases  a?e  not 
called  in  exactly  in  time.  There  is  cause  to  lament  this,  and  many  suffer 
double  what  they  would  have  suffered,  had  they  been  taken  in  hand  sooner— 
the  Yellow  Jaundice  by  delay  becomes  the  black,  and  so  of  Fever — the  yel- 
low fever  becomes  the  black,  or  assumes  at  all  events  a  more  formidable 
aspect  by  black  vomiting.  Besides,  is  it  to  be  supposed  that  persons  whose 
constitutions  are  built  upon  liquids,  can  be  otherwise  than  almost  sure  victims 
of  Epidemics  ?  The  drunkard  is  not  aware  of  the  evil  he  is  doing  to  his 
constitution,  by  the  use,  or  rather  the  abuse,  of  ardent  spirits — all  the  func- 
tions of  his  body  are  sluggish,  irregular,  and  the  whole  system  loses  its  tone 
and  energy. 

The  inebriate,  says  the  celebrated  Dr.  Lewall,  having,  by  the  habitual  use 
of  ardent  Spirits,  exhausted  to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent  the  principle  of  excit- 
ability in  the  solids,  the  power  of  reaction,  and  the  blood  having  become  inca- 
pable of  performing  its  offices  also,  he  is  alike  predisposed  to  every  disease, 
and  rendered  liable  to  the  inroads  of  every  invading  foe.  So  far,  therefore, 
from  protecting  the  system  against  disease,  intemperance  ever  constitutes  ono 
of  its  strongest  predisposing  causes.  Superadded  to  this,  whenever  disease 
does  lay  its  grasp  upon  the  drunkard,  the  powers  of  life  being  already  enfee- 
bled by  the  stimulus  of  ardent  spirits,  he  unexpectedly  sinks  in  the  contest,  and, 
but  too  frequently,  to  the  mortification  of  his  Physician,  and  the  surprise  and 
grief  of  his  Friends.  A  sudden  cold,  a  pleurisy,  a  fever,  a  fractured  hmb, 
or  a  slight  wound  of  the  skin,  is  often  more  than  his  shattered  frame  can  en- 
dure. Even  a  little  excess  of  exertion,  an  exposure  to  heat  or  cold,  a  hearty 
repast,  or  a  glass  of  cold  water,  not  unfrequently  extinguishes  the  small  re- 
mains of  the  vital  principle. 

In  reflecting  upon  the  numerous  deaths  occasioned  by  the  Fever,  one  is 
struck  with  the  fact  that  these  are  chiefly  confined  to  the  male  sex.  It  is  true, 
as  most  of  these  have  happened  in  the  Barracks,  and  the  Garrison,  and  Naral 
Hospital,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  most  of  them  will  be  males ;  still,  unless 
there  is  some  peculiarity  in  their  situation,  or  mode  of  living,  or  exposure,  it  i« 
not  easy  to  account  for  such  a  marked  and  visible  singularity.  The  males 
seem  to  be  singled  out  as  the  marked  victims,  perhaps  fifty  for  every  female 
that  died.  It  is  not  safe  to  risk  an  opinion ;  but,  with  some  others,  I  rather 
think  that  exposure  to  the  excessive  heat  of  the  sun,  has  some  influence,  in 
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•ither  inflieting  a  deadly  blow,^or  in  predispoaing  to  the  disease,  whicli  ends  in 
death. 

As  to  the  influence  of  the  malady  on  Europeans  and  North  Americans, 
compared  with  the  Natives  of  Bermuda,  of  different  races  ;  perhaps  but  little 
can  confidently  be  said.  It  is  like  a  problem,  the  solution  of  which  is  not 
easy  to  find  :  still  the  fact  is  manifest.  There  may  be  something  in  the  consti- 
tution of  the  Natives  which  offers  resistance  to  the  infection,  which  is  not  to 
be  found  in  those  who  have  but  lately  landed  upon  our  Island ;  and  yet  these, 
whether  Europeans  or  Americans,  if  they  were  to  get  naturalized  to  this  Clim- 
ate, and  a  proper  mode  of  livuag,  might  be  just  as  much  proof  against  the  con- 
tagion, as  those. 

But  after  all,  and  notwithstandmg  all  that  has  been  said,  and  may  still 
be  said,  upon  Epidemics,  in  the  shape  of  theory,  or  of  conjecture,  or  of 
lengthened  and  elaborate  treatises ;  I  firmly  believe  Your  Excellency  will 
readily  grant,  that  there  is  nothing  so  sound,  or  so  safe,  or  so  satisfactory, 
as  the  account  which  the  Bible  gives,  when  it  tells  us,  and  tells  too  the  whole 
world  of  mankind,  of  all  castes,  and  of  all  colors,  that  disease  or  afilietion  of  any 
kind,  is  the  natural  inheritance  of  sinful  man — that  it  cometh  not  forth  of  the  dust, 
neither  doth  trouble  spring  out  of  the  ground — that  it  is  the  righteous  conse- 
quence and  punishment  of  sin — that  its  degiee  is  never  proportioned  in  this 
life  to  the  extent  of  our  guilt — that  it  is  always  and  uniformly  under  the  durec- 
tion  and  control  of  an  unerring,  all-seeing,  and  gracious  God,  who  never 
afflicts  willingly,  nor  grieves  the  children  of  men — and  that  the  light  afilietion 
which  we  may  be  called  upon  to  experience,  is  comparatively  but  for  a  mo- 
ment, and  is  intended  to  work  out  for  us  a  far  more  exceeding  and  an  eter- 
nal weight  of  glory.

I  am  fully  sensible  of  the  great  responsibility  I  incur  in  presuming  to  of- 
fer a  decided  opinion  on  this  momentous  question;  but  having  compared  the 
results  of  the  investigation  which  is  now  concluded,  with  the  impressions 
made  on  my  mind  after  repeated  services  in  the  West  Indies,  where  I  had  un- 
usual opportunities  of  studying  the  nature  and  character  of  the  same  disease,  and 
pwticularly  at  Bermuda  in  1843,  where,  I  am  convinced  the  disease  was  neith- 
er imported  nor  manifested  a  contagious  nature,*  I  must  now  declare  my 

*  The  Bermudas,  although  not  situated  within  the  tropics,  but  nearly  in  the 
latitude  of  Madeira,  in  the  middle  of  the  Western  Atlantic  Ocean,  have  suflfered  at 
different  periods,  like  most  of  the  West  India  Islands,  from  Epidemic  Yellow  feTer. 
Th«  causes  and  natujrt  of  the  diseast  in  former  visitations,  I  have  nothing  to  d^ 
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belief  firmly,  but  conscientiously,  that  the  Yellow  Fever  is  not  a  contagiomi 
diseAse.

The  first  subject  of  the  Epidemic  on  board  Thunder,  was  the  Oarpenterj 
taken  9th  August — the  last  case  occurred  I9th  October,  on  the  passage  to  the 
Bahamas,

Lark,  Schr.  16 
without  fatal  issue  in  either  Vessel:  but  4  of  Thunder's  were  subsequently 
invalided  and  sent  to  England. — Several  of  those  classed  in  the  List  as  Dysen- 
tery and  Chest  Diseases,  were,  without  much  question,  but  masked  forms  of 
the  Epidemic.    The  total  amount  of  Thunder's  Sick  List  during  her  stay  at 


with  at  present ;  but  as  it  has  been  rashly  asserted  that  the  destructive  fever  of 
1843  was  a  contagious  disease  and  a  foreign  production,  it  is  necessary  to  meet 
the  assertion  with  something  more  than  a  simple  denial  of  the  facts.  Some  time 
after  the  fever  had  commenced  at  St.  George's  and  Ireland  Islands,  one  of  the 
mail  steamers  arrived  at  the  Dock  Yard  from  the  West  Indies  ;  and  in  the  course 
of  the  day,  one  of  the  passengers,  who  died  that  morning,  or  on  the  previous  even- 
ing, was  interred  in  the  burying  ground  by  the  Revd.  Dr.  Malet. 

On  the  above  circumstance  alone,  was  founded  a  vague  but  transient  rumor 
that  the  person  had  died  from  Yellow  fever,  and  that  the  disease  was  thus  intro- 
duced into  the  Islands. 

The  steamer,  however,  pursued  her  course  to  England  ;  anS  in  16  or  17  days 
the  passengers  and  crew  were  landed  in  perfect  health,  and  dispersed  to  ditferent 
parts  of  the  Kingdom. 

But  at  length  every  doubt  on  the  subject  was  removed  by  the  affidavits  of  the 
Captain  and  Surgeon,  published  in  the  Bermuda  Gazette,"  wherein  they  solemnly 
declare  that  the  aforesaid  passenger  died  from  phthisis  pulmonalis. 

Had  the  disease  been  contagious,  never  was  there  a  better  field,  or  a  mor« 
favorable  opportunity  for  ascertaining  the  fact,  than  was  presented  to  the  Medical 
Officers  connected  with  the  Naval  Hospital,  at  Bermuda.  Fortunately,  we  are  all 
•till  living ;  but  afler  all  our  experience,  I  believe  we  are  more  decidedly  opposed 
than  ever,  to  the  doctrine  of  contagion. 

From  the  commencement  to  the  termination  of  the  epidemic  fever,  1,210  pa- 
tients, labouring  under  the  disease,  were  admitted ;  of  whom  110  cases  termi- 
nated fatally.  Owing  to  the  urgent  demand  for  Hospital  accommodation  during 
the  time,  the  Wards  were  much  crowded,  and  in  fact  there  was  hardly  room  to 
pass  between  the  Beds.  A  large  store  room,  on  the  ground  floor,  was  converted 
into  (what  I  call  by  way  of  distinction)  the  foul  Ward  ;  where  we  placed  the  pa- 
tients who  were  received  in  an  almost  hopeless  condition.  The  two  large  lobbies,  on 
the  floors  above,  were  filled  with  patients  we  considered  to  be  dangerously  ill,  and 
to  each  ward  and  lobby  two  male  nurses  were  appointed,  who  remained  there  day 
and  night. 
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Bermuda,  in  1813,  was  85.  In  1842,  it  amounted  to  99.  The  prevailing  dis- 
eases then  being  Diarrhiea,  Dysentery  and  Fever  of  an  inflammatory  type.  ' 

The  following  statement  of  the  Health  of  the  Ship  during  the  last  two 
years,  exhibits  a  very  considerable  increase  of  Sickness,  during  the  period 
passed  at  Bermuda.

In  endeavouring  to  account  for  this,  much  may  be  fairly  attributed  to  the 
impaired  state  of  discipline  while  in  Port;  by  which  intemperance,  with  its 
baneful  train  of  consequences,  will  necessarily  be  followed,  as  it  would  any 
where  else  by  manifestation  of  disease  in  one  shape  or  another ;  but  there  is 
likewise  place  for  the  question,  whether  some  local  Agency  may  not  be 
chargeable  with  its  due  share  of  influence  1  Apart  from  the  consideration  of 
the  Epidemic  of  last  year,  the  very  general  prevalence  of  Abdominal  Disorder! 
(Diarrhasa,  Dysentery,  &c.,)  in  the  Autumn  of  1842,  strongly  shows  some  en- 
demial  influence  to  be  at  work  in  its  propagation ;  a  fact  clearly  corroborative 
of  which  came  under  our  notice  in  the  case  of  the  Volcano.  Steamer.  That 
Vessel  lay  at  her  anchors,  outside,  for  an  interval  of  several  weeks,  without  a 
single  Case  in  the  Sick  List;  while  more  than  two  thirds  of  Thunder's  and 
Lark'8  people  were  hors  de  combat  at  one  time.

Sir, — In  further  reference  to  the  substance  of  a  communication  address- 
ed to  Your  Excellency,  on  23rd  ultimo,  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith, 
sundry  original  documents  Nos.  1  to  6,  tending  to  prove,  that  one  of  the 
earliest  cases  of  fever  which  occurred  in  this  Town,  in  the  person  of  William 
Johnson,  a  sailor  boy  belonging  to  the  Brig  Essex,  has  no  trace  or  connexion 
with  the  case  of  Robert  Patrick,  as  generally  alleged;  whose  death  took  place 
on  board  the  Royal  Mail  Steamer  "  Tweed,"  at  the  Dock  Yard,  on  the  day  of 
her  arrival  there  ;  for  the  following  reasons : — 

No.  1. — A  Note  from  Revd.  Dr.  Tucker,  showing  that  William  Johnson  was 
interred  on  24th  June. 

No.  2. — A  note  from  Revd.  Dr.  Malet,  showing  that  Robert  Patrick  (of 
Tweed)  was  interred  on  29th  June,  five  days  subsequent  to  W.  Johnson's 
case. 

No  3  — A  Certificate,  from  Sub-Collector  of  this  Port,  shewing  that  the  Brig 
Essex,  viras  at  St.  George's  and  cleared  out  on  30th  June. 

No.  4. — An  aflidavit  made  by  William  Taylor,  showing  the  fact  of  Wm 
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Johnson's  illness  and  death  on  23rd  June,  six  days  previous  to  the  Tweed  a 
arrival,  as  also  of  one  Wolden's  death  at  his  house,  thirty  eight  days  sub- 
sequent to  Win.  Johnson's. 
No.  6.— Printed  regulations  obtained  from  Samuel  Burchal,  who  piloted  the 
Tweed  into  Port,  showing  the  Captain's  (Sharp)  certificate,  (dated  29ih 
June,  the  date  of  her  arrival,)  that  no  infectious  disease  existed  on  board, 
(marked  with  red  lines  at  foot  of  second  page.) 

All  which,  taken  in  conjunction,  I  respectfully  submit  to  Your  Excellency, 
tends  to  neutralize  the  idea  so  generally  entertained,  (so  far  us  the  two  cases 
in  question  are  concerned,)  that  the  Fever  can  be  traced  to  the  Tweed. 

On  referring  to  my  record  of  the  arrival  and  departures  of  the  R.  M. 
Steamers,  I  find  that  the  Tweed  came  from  St.  Thomas  and  not  Havana. 

Being  on  board  the  Tweed  when  the  death  of  Patrick  took  place,  I  made 
enquiry  of  the  Commander  and  Surgeon,  as  to  the  natnre  of  his  disease,  and 
was  assured  that  consumption  and  not  fever  had  caused  death,  and  that  he 
had  previously  invalided,  and  was  on  his  way  home  on  that  list.

Personally  appeared,  William  Taylor,  Mason  and  Boarding  house  keeper, 
in  the  Town  of  St.  George,  who  made  Oath,  ajid  stated  as  follows : — 

That  on  or  about  the  19th  day  of  Jane  last  past,  one  William  Johnson, 
a  sailor  boy,  belonging  to  the  British  Brig  "  Essex"  (then  lying  in  the  har- 
bour of  St.  George)  was  brought  on  shore,  and  placed  at  deponent's  house  to 
lodge,  he  (Johnson)  being  then  apparently  very  ill ;  occasioned  as  deponent 
was  informed  or  understood  at  the  time,  from  the  Captain's  ill  treatment;  and 
that  he  had  been  previously  afflicted,  with  liver  complaint  in  England  and  had 
come  to  Sea  to  improve  and  recover  his  health — that  he  continued  to  linger 
till  the  23d  of  same  month  of  June  (under  the  Medical  charge  of  Dr.  Hunter) 
when  the  said  boy  "  Johnson"  departed  this  life,  and  was  interred  next  day 
24th.  That  the  room  and  bed  in  which  the  said  Boy  lay  sick  and  died,  was 
on  the  premises,  but  in  an  out  building,  detached  from  deponents  dwelling 
house. 

Deponent  further  states,  that  on  or  about  the  29th  day  of  July  last  past, 
one  "  George  or  John  Welden"  a  Juggler  and  rope  dancer,  (then  lately  arrived 
from  New  York  and  lodging  at  deponent's  house)  was  taken  ill,  after  a  day's 
hard  work,  labouring  in  the  sun,  erecting  a  booth  of  wood,  for  an  intended 
performance  on  that  evening,  and  complained  of  head  ache,  &.c.— That  he  con 
tinned  ill  and  died  on  the  1st  of  next  month  (August)  Dr.  Hunter  being  Me- 
dical attendant. — That  the  room  and  bed  in  which  the  said  "  Welden"  lay  ill 
and  died,  was  one  in  the  dwelling  house  of  deponent  quite  distinct  and  apart 
from  that  in  which  the  above-named  sailor  boy  "  Johnson"  died  thirty  eigh 
days  previously. 

That  during  the  illness  of  the  two  persons  above  named,  there  was  no 
idea  or  apprehension  of  Yellow  Fever  existing,  nor  did  deponent  or  his  wife, 
who  were  both  in  constant  attendance  on  the  patient,  take  sick  at  that  time, 
and  were  only  afflicted  till  weeks  after  the  above  deaths  had  taken  place, 
when  other  persons  and  the  Garrison  became  generally  attacked  with  fever.

REGULATIONS 
Fob  Masters  or  CoMMAsroERS  of  Vessels. 
Extract  from  the  first  Section  of  an  Act,  intituled  "An  Act  to  Establish 
certain  Regulations  for  the  performance  of  Quarantine," — Passed  during  the 
Session  of  1836,  and  in  force  for  Three  years,  from  27th  July  1836,  contin- 
ued  until  I6th  June  1844. 

Ist.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Master  or  person  having  charge 
of  any  vessel  arriving  at  these  Islands,  in  the  event  of  such  vessel  having; 
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come  from,  or  touchedaf,  any'place  at  which  any  ir,fectious  disease  prevailed, 
or  of  such  Vessel  having  been  visited  by  any  person  from  any  Vessel  on 
board  which  there  was,  or  had  been  during  her  then  voyage  to  the  knowledge 
of  such  Master  or  otlier  person  in  charge  as  aforesaid,  any  person  infected 
with  any  such  disease,  or  of  such  last  mentioned  Vessel  having  been  visited^ 
by  any  person  from  the  Vessel  so  arriving;  or  of  there  being  at  the  time  of 
the  arrival  of  such  Vessel,  or  having  been  during  her  voyage  any  person  sick 
of  any  infectious  disease,  or  who  had  died  on  board  thei'eof ;  to  hoist  a  White 
Flag  as  a  signal  of  sickness  at  the  mast  head  of  his  Vessel  upon  being  shown 
by  the  Pilot  taking  charge  of  his  Vessel  a  printed  Copy  of  the  Regulations 
for  Masters  or  Commanders  of  Vessels  by  this  Act  authorized,  or  being  re- 
quired so  to  do  by  such  Pilot,  and  there  to  continue  such  Flag  until  a  Health 
Officer  shall  have  visited  her,  until  when,  and  until  permission  in  writing  for 
that  purpose  given  by  such  Health  Officer,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  such 
Vessel  if  bound  to  Ireland  Island,  to  proceed  beyond  Grassy  Bay,  or  if  bound 
to  the  Port  of  Hamilton  beyond  Granavvay's  Deep  ;  but  if  such  Vessel  shall  be 
bound  to  the  Port  of  Saint  George,  or  bound  elsewhere,  be  off  Saint  George's, 
and  be  incapable  of  proceeding  to  the  Port  or  Place  of  her  destination,  such 
Vessel  shall  remain  outside  of  such  Port  if  weather  will  permit,  until  visited 
by  a  Health  Officer,  and  by  him  allowed  by  a  written  permit  to  proceed  fur- 
ther, or  if  weather  will  not  permit  her  to.  remain  outside,  may  anchor  at  the 
anchorage  at  Fort  Cunningham,  and  not  further  West  than  Hinson's  Whale 
House,  until  so  visited  and  permitted  ;  and  that  if  such  Health  Officer  shall 
find  that  there  has  been  in  the  course  of  her  voyage,  or  is  at  the  time  of  hiss 
visiting  her,  any  case  of  Cholera,  Small  Pox,  or  any  other  infectious  disease 
on  board  such  Vessel  or  she  be  otherwise  liable  to  perform  Quarantine,  the 
Commander  or  person  in  charge  of  such  Vessel  shall  order  that  such 
Vessel    shall   proceed   with   all    practicable    speed   to    Saint  David's 
Sound,  or  if  she  cannot  get  there,  to  Granaway's  Deep  to  perform  Quaran- 
tine, or  if  she  cannot  get  to  either  place  by  reason  of  the  state  of  the  wea- 
ther, may  allow  her  to  remain  at  or  bring  her  to  anchor  outside  of  the  Port, 
or  at  Fort  Cunningham,  as  aforesaid,  according  to  the  exigency  of  the  case, 
until  she  shall  be  able  to  proceed  to  one  or  either  of  the  said  places  as  above 
mentioned,  and  in  case  of  her  not  being  able  to  proceed  immediately  to  Saint 
David's  Sound  or  Granaway's  Deep,  that  such  person  as  may  be  sick  of  either 
of  such  Diseases  on  board  of  such  Vessel  shall  be  removed  under  the  advice 
of  the  Health  Officer  and  sanction  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  Town  of 
Saint  George,  to  suck  accommodation  as  may  have  been  provided  by  a 
Board  of  Health,  as  hereinafter  mentioned :  and  provided  further,  that  if  such 
Vessel  so  having,  or  having  had  Cholera,  Small  Pox,  or  any  other  infectious 
disease  on  board,  be  bound  to  Murray's  Anchorage  or  Grassy  Bay,  and  be 
unable  to  proceed  thither  immediately,  she  shall  with  all  practicable  dispatch 
proceed  to  one  of  those  places  to  perform  Quarantine  ;  and  that  the  Quaran- 
tine Ground  for  the  Port  of  Hamilton  shiill  be  Granaway's  Deep,  of  Ireland 
Island,  Grassy  Bay,  of  Vessels  not  bound  beyond  Murray's  Anchorage,  Mur- 
ray's Anchorage,  of  St.  George's,  St.  David's  Sound :    And  that  the  Quaran- 
tine Signal  shall  be  a  White  Flag  only,  except  in  cases  of  Cholera  or  Small 
Pox  when  it  shall  be  a  White  Flag  and  some  other  Flag  over  it. 

2nd.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  or  Commander-in-Chief 
for  the  time  being^  when  he  may  have  reason  to  suspect  or  bQliove  that  ther« 
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has  "been  any  omission  on  the  part  of  any  Master  or  person  having  charge  of 
Hiiy  Vessel,  to  hoist  a  White  Flag  according  to  the  prescriptions  of  this  Act, 
to  authorize  a  Health  Officer  to  visit  such  Vessel,  and  to  interrogate  any  per- 
son on  board,  or  who  had  arrived  in  such  Vessel,  touching  the  health  of  the 
crew,  or  other  matter  relating  to  the  object  of  this  Act,  and  if  it  shall  appear 
that  such  Master  or  other  person  in  charge  has  been  guilty  of  such  omission, 
that  such  vessel  shall  be  liable  to  be  sent  to  perform  Quarantine,  and  the  said 
Master  or  other  person  in  charge,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  pounds. 

3rd.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commander  or  other  person  hav- 
ing charge  of  any  Vessel  required  by  this  Act  to  have  a  White,  or  White  and 
other  Flag  flying,  to  prevent,  while  either  of  such  signals  is  flying,  or  while 
his  Vessel  is  performing  Quarantine,  all  persons  whatever,  except  the  Pilot  of 
such  Vessel  who  may  be  in  necessary  attendance  on  his  Vessel  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duty  as  Pilot,  and  the  visiting  Health  Officer,  from  coming  on 
board  of  his  Vessel  without  the  permission  in  writing  of  the  Health  Officer, 
and  to  prevent  such  Pilot  and  all  other  persons  except  such  Health  Officer, 
from  leaving  his  Vessel  without  such  permission. 

4th.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Commander  or  other  person  hav- 
ing charge  of  any  Vessel  arriving  at  these  Islands,  and  of  all  other  persons  on 
board,  if  required,  to  answer  on  oath  any  question  that  may  be  put  by  a  Health 
Officer  visiting  such  Vessel  under  the  authority  of  this  Act.  touching  the  health 
of  the  Crew,  or  other  matter  relating  to  the  object  of  this  Act,  and  in  case  of 
swearing  falsely,  that  the  person  so  swearing  shall  be  liable  to  the  pains  and 
penalties  of  perjury,  or  in  case  of  refusing  to  answer  any  such  question  put 
by  a  Hetilth  Officer,  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  shall  be  liable  to  be  imprisoned 
for  any  term  not  exceeding  three  months,  by  any  two  Justices  of  the  Peace 
within  these  Islands,  taking  cognizance  of  the  olfence,  and  to  be  sent  to 
perform  Quarantine  together  with  the  Vessel  in  which  he  or  she  may  have 
arrived,  and  that  every  such  Commander  or  other  person  shall  deliver  on 
demand  to  the  Health  Officer  visiting  his  Vessel,  and  which  Health  Officer  is 
hereby  required  to  make  such  demand,  his  Bill  of  Health  and  clearance  from 
his  last  Port,  together  with  his  Log  Book,  under  pain  of  fifty  pounds. 

6th.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Commander  or  other  person 
having  charge  of  any  such  Vessel  as  aforesaid,  to  keep  the  Quarantine  Signal, 
prescribed  by  this  Act,  flying  in  the  manner  by  this  Act  directed,  during  the 
continuance  of  his  Quarantine,  and  until  permitted  to  haul  it  down  by  a 
written  order  from  the  Health  Officer,  under  the  penalty  of  Five  pounds  for 
every  hour  the  same  shall  be  discontinued,  and  also  of  being  indicted  for  a 
misdemeanor  for  any  time  the  same  shall  be  discontinued,  during  the  term  of 
such  Quarantine. 

6th,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commander  or  other  person  having 
charge  of  any  vessel  as  aforesaid,  having  received  a  Printed  copy  of  the 
Regulations  for  Masters  or  Commanders  of  Vessels,  by  this  Act  authorized, 
from  the  Pilot  taking  charge  of  his  Vessel,  to  write  his  name  on  the  back 
thereof,  and  return  the  same  to  such  Pilot  previously  to  his  quitting  the 
Vessel,  under  the  penalty  of  Five  pounds,  in  case  of  offending  herein. 

7th.    That  any  Commander  or  other  person  in  charge  of  any  Vessel  on 
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her  arrival  at  these  Islands,  offending  against  any  of  t?ie  provisions  of  this 
Act,  §hall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  Fifty  pounds  in  every  case  not  herein 
otherwise  provided  for." 

Tliis  is  to  Certify  that  there  is  no  infectious  disease  on  board,  nor  any 
Sickriessat  St.  Thomas  when  tve  left  that  Island.

ST.  GEORGES,  BERMUDA,  4th  Mat,  1844. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  Your  Excellency's 
letter  of  the  26th  September  last,  wherein  I  am  requested,  in  my  capacity  of 
Health  Officer,  and  as  soon  as  my  arduous  duties  would  admit  of  it,  to  make 
a  circumstantial  Report  of  the  case  alluded  to  in  my  letter,  as  Mayor  of  St. 
Georges  to  Your  Excellency,  tracing,  as  far  as  possible,  each  step  in  the 
progress  of  infection  introduced. 

It  is  almost  superfluous  in  me  to  state  to  Your  Excellency,  the  difficulty 
of  tracing  infection  in  any  case,  but  more  particularly  so,  when  the  parties 
from  whom  the  best  information  can  be  obtained,  ure  too  much  interested  in 
the  results,  to  give  unbiassed  statements  of  facts.  I  must,  therefore^ 
premise  to  Your  Excellency,  that  the  case  alluded  to  by  the  Corporation  of 
St.  George,  and  which  Your  Excellency  lias  requested  me  to  make  a  circum- 
stantial Report  of,  cannot  be  supported  by  facts  that  would  at  once  establish 
the  certainty  of  the  Fever  being  conveyed  on  shore  from  that  Steamer.  I  beg, 
however,  with  due  deference,  to  state  my  decided  opinion,  that  Yellow  Fever 
(believing  it  as  I  now  do  to  be  contagious)  was  introduced  by  those  Vessels. 
I  Jiad  occasion  to  report  to  Your  Excellency,  in  my  official  capacity  as  Health 
Officer,  the  arrival  of  the  "  Trent"  on  the  22nd  July,  1842,  in  Murray's  An- 
chorage, with  several  cases  of  that  disease,  when  the  Captain  and  Surgeon  both 
assured  me,  that  the  cases  in  question  were  mere  colds,  and  it  was  only  from 
personal  observation,  by  visiting  the  Sick  Bay,  that  I  ascertained  the  nature 
of  their  disease.  Two  or  three  of  the  cases  alluded  to  proved  fatal  on  the 
voyage  to  England. 

By  reference  to  a  Voucher  or  Memorandum  hereunto  annexed,  marked^  A, 
and  subscribed  by  James  Taylor,  Esquire,  Postmaster,  it  will  appear  that  the 
Royal  Mail  Steamer  "  Tweed,"  came  to  these  Islands  in  the  month  of  June 
last,  twice  instead  of  once — that  she  left  Jamaica  the  28th  day  of  May  last, 
the  Havanna  on  the  6th  June  following,  Nassau  two  days  after,  viz.,  on  the 
8th  of  the  said  month,  and  that  the  "  Tweed  "  sailed  from  Bermuda  on  the 
15th  of  the  same  month,  for  St.  Thomas,  and  returned  to  Bermuda  on  the 
27th  of  the  same  month,  June,  and  sailed  for  England  from  Bermuda  on  the 
Ist  July  following,  and  that  vessel  never  returned  to  Bermuda  until  a  few 
weeks  since.  And  it  will  also  appear  by  reference  to  voucher  or  statement, 
also  hereunto  annexed  marked  B,  and  signed  by  A.  J.  Fozard,  Esq.,  that  a  cer- 
tain British  Brig  called  the  «  Essex,"  Roxb}',  master,  arrived  at  Ireland  Island 
about  the  6th  or  7th  of  June  last— that  Captain  Roxby  informed  Mr.  Fozard 
that  the  Master  of  the  "  Tweed"  told  Captain  Roxby,  between  the  I2th  and 
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15th  days  of  June  last,  tliat  the  Fever  was  on  board  of  the  "  Tweed,'"  and  re- 
quested that  there  should  be  no  communication  between  the  two  Vessels — 
this  being  a  precaution  that  would  be  observed  by  one  Captain  towards  anoth- 
er. That  in  consequence  thereof,  Captain  Roxby  forbade  his  </rew  going  on 
•board  of  the  Steamer,  but  in  despite  of  such  orders,  one  of  Captain  Roxby's 
apprentice  boys  did  go  on  board  of  the  Tweed,  several  times,  between  the 
12th  and  I6th  days  of  June  last,  while  the  Essex  and  Tweed  were  lying  near 
to  each  other  at  Ireland  Island.  That  the  Essex,  in  a  day  or  two  after  the 
Tweed  had  sailed  for  St.  Thomas,  came  to  St.  Georges  to  land  Govtirnment 
Stores,  and  the  Boy  above  alluded  to  was  brought  ashore  on  or  about  tbe 
17th,  extremely  ill  with  Fever,  and  died  about  the  23rd  June  last.  And 
tliat  by  reference  to  voucher  or  statement,  also  hereunto  annexed,  marked  C 
and  signed  by  Stephen  Richardson,  a  branch  pilot,  it  will  appear  that  llicliard- 
son  visited  the  Steamer  Tweed,  the  second  time  of  her  arrival  in  these  Islands, 
in  the  month  of  June  last,  and  was  told  by  one  of  the  Crew  of  the  Tweed, 
that  the  Fever  had  not  been  out  of  her  for  six  months,  and  that  on  the  day  he 
visited  the  Tweed,  a  man  had  been  buried  from  her  with  Fever.  When  it  ap- 
pears that  there  was  only  an  interval  of  six  days  between  the  Tweed  leaving 
the  Havannah  in  June  last,  and  her  arrival  in  these  Islands  ; — when  it  appears 
that  the  Master  of  the  Tweed  told  Capt.  Roxby  that  the  Fever  was  on  board 
of  her,  and  advised  th.attiiere  should  be  no  communication  between  the  Tweed 
and  the  Essex  — when  it  appears  that  the  Master  of  the  Essex  was  satisfied 
with  the  accuracy  of  the  statement  of  the  Master  of  the  Tweed,  respecting  the 
Fever  being  on  board  of  that  Vessel,  as  shown  by  the  ft! aster  of  the  Essex 
forbidding  his  Crew  going  on  board  of  the  Tweed,  but  the  boy  before 
mentioned  did  go  on  board  of  the  Tweed,  both  before  and  after  the  order 
had  been  given  ; — when  it  appears  that  the  said  boy  was  attacked  with  fever 
a  few  days  after  having  visited  the  Tweed ;  that  the  symptoms  which  ushered 
in  his  death,  were  such  as  generally  attended  the  last  stage  of  Yellow  Fever ; — 
I  think  Your  Excellency  will  admit,  that  although  there  is  no  actual  proof, 
there  is  strong  presumptive  evidence,  that  the  fever  had  been  imported  in 
this  vessel. 

In  1812  a  Fever,  attended  with  great  mortality,  broke  out  on  board  the 
"  Ruby  "  at  Ireland.  This  was  clearly  proved  to  proceed  from  a  quantity  of 
cordage  and  canvas  in  a  pent  up  hold,  and  whicb  froin  a  quantity  of  Water 
leaking  in,  had  run  into  a  state  of  decomposition. 

The  Fever  of  1819  was  evidently  imported  in  the  "Tartar"  from 
Jamaica.  A  man  died  the  day  she  entered  the  harbour  of  St.  George,  and  a 
Passenger  landed  on  the  same  evening.  The  Fever  made  its  appearance 
soon  after,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Passenger's  lodging,  and  subsequently 
spread  all  over  the  Islands.

I,  Augustus  John  Fozard,  of  the  Town  Of  St.  George,  in  the  Islands 
aforesaid,  IVierchant,  state  that  the  British  Brig  "Essex,"  John  Roxby,  Mas- 
ter, from  London,  arrived  here  about  the  6th  or  7th  t>f  June  last,  with  Gov- 
ernment Stores  and  Merchants  Goods,  and  proceeded  to  Ireland  Island  to  dis- 
charge a  part  of  the  said  Cargo, — that  I  was  Agent  for  the  "Essex,"  and  that 
Captain  Roxby  infortned  me  "that  while  he  was  lying  at  the  Dock  Yard,  the 
"R.M.  Steamer  "Tweed"  arrived  there  iVom  the  Havannah,  and  that  the 
"Master  of  the  Tweed  told  him,  Capt.  Roxby,  that  the  Fever  was  on  board 

*  the  said  Steamer,  and  requested  that  there  should  be  no  communication  be- 

•  tween  the  Vessels."  That  Captain  Roxby,  in  consequence  thereof,  forbid 
the  Crew  of  the  "Essex"  going  on  board  the  Steamer, — that  one  of  his  appren- 
ticed Boys  in  disobedience  to  Captain  Roxby's  orders,  did  visit  the  "Tweed" 
several  times,  for  which  Captain  Roxb}'' punished  him  severely.  On  the  Es- 
sex's coming  to  St.  Georges,  a  day  or  two  after  the  "  Tweed"  left  for  Nassau, 
to  finish  landing  the  Government  Stores,  the  said  Boy  was  sick,  continu- 
ed to  grow  worse,  and  was  removed  by  the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  S.  Hunter  to 
Mr.  William  Taylor's  Boarding  House  in  this  Town,  where  he  died  on  or 
about  the  23rd  June  last,  with  the  Fever ;  and  it  is  the  iirm  opinion  of  me,  the 
said  Augustus  John  Fozard,  from  all  the  circumstances  before  mentioned,  that 
the  Fever  was  brought  to  these  Islands  by  the  Steamer  "  Tweed."

I  was  on  board  tlie  Royal  Mail  Steamer  "  Tweed,"  on  or  about  the  27th 
of  June  last,  and  was  informed  that  a  man  had  been  buried  from  her  that 
day  at  the  Dock  Yard.  I  asked  one  of  the  sailors  what  he  had  died  of?  He 
replied,  "  The  Fever.  It  has  not  been  out  of  the  ship  for  the  last  six 
months."  I  saw  a  man  in  one  of  the  berths  very  ill — do  not  know  what  was 
the  matter  with  him.  About  a  fortnight  after,  the  greater  part  of  my  family 
were  taken  ill  with  fever.  The  symptoms  were  precisely  those  that  attended 
the  Epidemic  raging  here  afterwards,  though  in  a  milder  form.
